And behold, there was a manin leruſalem,whoſe name was Sie 
weo:this man was inſt, feared God,& waned for the conſolation 
of 1[racl,and the holy Ghoſt was vpon him. And a revelatzson,C5c. 

Staeonfeared God, Religion may welbe called feare,forthere 


is no Religion,where feare is wanting : for the feare of the Lordis Prow.1.z. 


the beginning of wiſdome,and this priuiledge hath God giuento 
thoſe that feare him, that they neede to fearenothingelle, 
eAnd wayted for the conſelatien of 1ſracl. 

Simeon alſo wayted forthe conſolation of Iſraell , yntil he had 
embraced in hisarmes , him whom he ſo long longed to ſee and 
feele. How many wayters be there in the world? yer few waite as 
Simeon did : but ſome wait for honors, ſome for riches, ſome for 

leaſures ſome for eaſe, ſome for rewards,ſfome for money,ſome 
hoe a deare yeare, & ome for a golden day as they call it; but Sr-

afflicted, and to the terrifying of the wicked and vngodly,which 
hauenot alreadic wayrted, neither embraced him as Swneon did. 
e-2ndwapyted for the con/olation of Iſrael, 

Faith in all afflitions doth lift vp her head , wayting, in aſſured 
hope, beyond all hope , and ſeeing the clouds ſcattered ouer her 
head, yetſhe is cuer comfortable to her ſelfe, ſaying,anon it wilbe 
calme:and although all the friends in the world do faile, yet it ne- 
ucr faileth nor fainteth, but euer keepeth promiſe in that which by 
the yerity of the ſpiritof God it afſureth, vntill her ioy befultilled, 


All arenot Iſraelites that are born of Iſrael. Simeon was an Ifrac-

giue thanks,then one isall . Varthanktuineſleisrhe firlt gueſt that 
{ittcth at che table; for ſo.ne will not Ricke to ſay,that they neuer 
ſaid grace ſince they were children,butit they had ſaid they neuer 
had grace fincethey were children, I would rather belecue them. 

Do you not fay,Gue vs this day our dayly bread?If you do, tor. 
{ſhame ſay fo no more, begge no more at Gods hands, vntill you Lev,26,16. 
bee more thankfull for that you haue recciued , For behold, the 
heaucns frowne ypon you for your fins,and the earth denieth her 
fruite,and is become barren ,becaule of your vnthankfulneſle.

Here Simeon prayed & praiſed God, yet but in few words , for 
Goff delighteth not in much babling,he prayed nor like the Erh- 
nicks,the Pharifies,or the Prieſts of Baal, but Swpeon praied with 
the heart like Moſes,and was heard. 

And [aid: He ioyfully prayling God fpake, yea ſweetly as it 
were ſung it, Though you ſing all Damras Plalmes ouer,and haue 
not Dama: ſpirit, it profiteth nothing: and though Dama was 
heard when he ſung them, yet you cannot be heard. Therefore 
letvs pray ſo,that our prayers may be heard, But we cannot with 
the heart, and ſothat we may be heard. pray , if weturne away Proev.at.9, 
our cares from the word : for ſo doing , whatſocuer prayers we | 
make,they are abhominable.. Therefore letvsheare jo,thar hea- 
ring we may profit by it, Let vs not heare fill fo vnproficabiy as 
we were Wot to Jocif: we do,it ſhall be required at our hands.Do

he thencefoorth thought of, ſought after, beſought God for no- 
thing,but toleaue this life, and hence to depart : for he forthwith 
ſinging,prayed: Now /etteft thou thy [eruant depart. But do you 
(fay ſome)commend him herein?did he well? May not any man 
defire death ? may not the faſtned ſhip in a ſtrange land deſire to 
be looſed to haſten tohis longed for port at home?maynot ami 
; impriſoned amonglt bitter enemies, deſireto be ſerat liberty, to 
returne to his owne countrey, in freedome to live amongl? his 
ſweerte friendes? Are we not ſtrangershere, and by vapeaceable 
moſt deadly enemies, our ownefleſh, the world, and the diuell, 
held priſoners in the chaines of fin, & manifold infirmities? and is 
not our home heaven,and the Saincts and Angels our molt deare

Yet all that deſire death performe not a duty;for the wicked of- 
ten defiretodie, but nor duly : for tnough they wiil ſomeriines 
for it,and be willing alloto abide it: yet do they not in heart de» 
freir; becauſe they thinke itnor a thing in the ordinance of God 
good, & thatfor them,bur ytrerly hater, boldiog ic an extreame 
cuill, Forthey acknowledge asrhetruth is, it will deprive them 
of alltheir delights which here they defire,and they cannot bur at 
leaſt feare , it will take from them all plealure, and bring them to 
eaſelcfle,& yet cndleſle paine,and torments intollerable, and yet 
yoipeakeable , Forthe ſentence ofthe vnchangeable God is al- 
Reve. 21 8. ready giuen. The fearfull;and vabeleeuing,and the abhominable, 
& murtherers,and whoremongers,and forcerers,& Idolaters,and 
Mar.:4.41 alllyers, ſhail haue their part in the lake which burneth with fire 
and brimſtone, whichis the ſecond death.

; eth,and the' fire neuer gocth out.Whereupon this the Prophet a- 
uoucheth, T here 5 no peace to the wicked ſauh my Goa.For in their 
ſtrongeſthope, they feele a ſtinging feare , their greateſt cont1- 
dence is not without trembling of conſcience. Therefore fearing 
the cuent of death to be for them (as indeedit is ) molt horrible, 
they vtterly abnor it , they detelt ic extreamely , How then ( ſay 
ſome){hould they ſeeke death ſo cagerly?how ſhould they mur- 
der themiclues ſo willingly? They do it not altogether willingly, 
bur wittingly,not freely, but forced with feare of fome ſuppoſed 
greater euill : the troublesof this world, the anguiſh of bodie, the 
horrour of minde,they are moſt impatient of, they cannor, they 
will not endure them, and thereupon they ſometimes prefer 
death before life, lefſe willing to live in vexation , then dying to | 

 trie, whetherthey ſhallfeele what they feare,cuen deſerued dam- | 

nation : for they are neuer willing to die , but ynwilling to live 
often, and ſoworke themſclues endlefle woe in hope of ſup- 
Poſed happineſle, abhorring life,not truely defiring death . For 
: > how die they, whenthey mult voluntarily bereaue themſelues of 

life?not inioue of Godloging to pleaſe him, performing al ſeruice

to him : buteither inpaine of body , orclſe anguiſh of minde, 
either raging that they cannot fatiſhe theirluſts,or haue lolt out- 
ward things immoderatly loued, or fearing , ifthey die, deſerued 
torments, if they live, they ſhall cither continue infelt horror , or 
leeſe hoped for honour: either impatient of Gods rod,fretting a- 
eainſt him that they ſo heauily feele his furie , and cannot fiercel 


 fulfilltheir malicious minds, orficely _—_ onthe reſt of their | 


flc{hly luſts, or impotent intheir defire of ſorne falſe fondly con- 
ceived good hoping,with dreadfull doubting,by death to better 
their ſtate, they chooſe rather to prooue thetruth of Gods threats, 
and ofthe tercors of their trembling minds,thenin lifeto remaine 
any longer, rather abhorring lite, then any way truely deſiring 
death, Therefore inthat Smeon duly deſired death,that which we 
heard of Smecon inthe beginning is proued true, to wit that hee 
was inſt and feared God, For none but the truly religious , none 
but they thart by faith are aſſured they are before God righteous, 
can rightly defire death . For who would defire a change but for 
the better ? But all that arc ignorant of God, allthe vnfaithfull 
what knowledpe ſocuer they haue, cannot be in better caſedead, 
then they are now in liuing though:;molt miſerably pained: nay 
they cannot be withour iult feare when they forgo this life, ro 
feele for ever the ſecond death.But the faithfull hauing their con- 
ſciences quier, & alſo ioyfullin Chriſt, free fromthe teare of that 
dcath they haue deſerued , and affured by death to paſſe 
to that life which God to all faithfull hath promiſed, ear- 
neſtly wiſhto die in feruent loue of God , and zeale of his glo- 
ry ; thatſo they may ceaſe from offending their good God,and 


neuer ceaſe magnifying his mercy;ſhewing thereby that they are 


wearie of the ſeruice and bondage of Sathan and fin, and aflured 
after dearhto cnioy the truclif, molt fully glorifying God,& moſt 
pertectly pleafing him for ever . And therefore alſo they deſire 
death,nortihortning their life, but waiting his leaſure and calling, 

therby glorifying God as in their lives they haue done,& ſought 
to do. For man was not borne at his owne will, and therfore may 
not die at his owne pleaſure. Therefore they beg it of God, refer- 
ring themſclues euer to his good will, when, where, and how by 
dearhthey {hal glorify him:(til defiring it, but neuer wiltully procu 
ring it. Ifany obiect that Sap/enplucke che houſe on his own head

Semcon had ſeene much in his many daies , but when hee ſaw 
Chriſt,he was vnwilling to live any longer to ſee more. His defire 
accompliſhed, his long longing at length ſariſtied, his feruent ex- 
pectation with free ioy now fulfilled, It is inough faith Sewcon, 
that I haue ſeene my Sauiour, as Jacos ſaid, /t i enough that my 
Gen.45-28, ſonne loſeph tineth, How much more then ſhould we be ſatiſftied 
| with this,& in althankfulneſſereſt in it,that we haue ſeeneChrilt, 
not as Sizzeoniin weaknelſle & baſeneſſe,but victorious, molt glori-

| head becauſe the hand is well.The father ſhould be glad becauſe 


his ſonis firongerthen himſelfe,the mother ſhold be glad becauſe 
her daughter is wiſer then her ſelte,the brother ſhold be glad,be- 
cauſe his brother is richer then himſelf,the miſtreſle ſhold reioyce, 
becauſe her maideis a better houſewife then her ſelfe . But wee 
cnuic our brethren and our neighbours, becauſe they are better 
then we, and becauſe God hath bleſied them with temporall 
or ſpirituall thingesaboue vs : if weſee thar they hauelearning, 
then we cnuic them for their learning , ifhee haue more giftes, 
we cnuic him for his giftes , if hee haue more knowledge , wee 
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enuic him»for his knowledge, ifhe hauc more zeale, we enuie 
him for his zeale , ifhe hate more riches , wee cnuic him for his 
riches, and how can we reioyce when euery bodies good is our 
euill, and cuery bodies joye is our ſorrow ? Burt fixe your eyes 
vpon Chriſt alone, and hee will fulfill your ioy, ifyou looke not 
backeto Sodomelike Lors wife , If you louc ioy and gladneſle, gey.rg. 
Chriſtis ioy and gladneſſe; if you loue comfort , why , Chriſt is * 
the comforter of all that beare his croſſe; if you loue life , Chriſt 
is eternall life, if you loue peace , Chriſt ispeace if you loue ri- 
ches,Chriſt is full ofheauenly riches , andfull of liberalitie to be. 
{tow them vponall ſuch as loue God: ſo Chriſtis all in all vnto 
the godly, and they haue more ioycin Chrift alwayes and in all 
things, then thericheſt, and moſt glorious and ſumptuous Prince 
in the world, then S$4/owern himſelte had in worldly - riches, 
honours, pleaſures, caſe or felicitic, For the wicked which 
put their truſt in riches, and make them gods of golde and

when we haue found him, there is no relt for vs,we ſhall bee like 
the re{tlefle doue, which fluttered about and found no refſtany 
way, till ſhereturned to the arke : but we ſecine as though we 
ſought himand found him, when as we do but play the hypo- 
crites. Salomon faith; that the waies of the whore are proſperity 
& welfare, for ſheeuerputteth ona vizard,that ſhe might not be 
knowne to be ſo vile as ſhe is:ſo ynder the colour of goodnefſe e- 
uill is alwayes lurking. 

Therefore alſo is Chriſt called the light, becauſe we {hold leaue 
our fooliſhneſle ſeeing light is come,& that we ſhould forſake all 
our lighrs which are but darkneſle, and cleauevnto his light which 
is the true light indeed. 

eA1 light to berenealed tothe Gentiles. 

He came to lighten the Gentiles , and they receaued him'with 
thankfilneſſe, of whom there wasno hope of goodneſſe leir.Who 
would ſuppoſe that the barren woman thould become truitful,or 
the prodigall ſonne returne home againe? It is like as if an owle 
{hould bee conuerted to ſee light , or as ifthe fireame wouldre- 
turne into the fountaine,or as if an old man ſhould become yong 
againe, 

A light tobe reneaked to the Gentiles, 
To be reucalcd, not yet reuealed, the ewes muſt firſt reie 
him before the Gentiles receiue him ; and when the Tewes did 
oppreſle him, condemne him, & crucific him,then were his armeg 


Luka 423. ſpread ynto the whole world. When the gueſts would not come, 


then he ſendeth into the high wayes,to compell others that wold 
not come willingly vnto it. Comfort is on foot, & that which wil 
come {hall come, 8c. The Queene of Saba came from the ytter- 


'molt partot the carth to heare So/omens wiledome,and the wiſe- 


men came from the Eaſtto ſee Teſus Chriſt, but we may ſay, the 
Lord was heere in the Temple,and I was in my ſhop,felling and 
buying, lying, deceiuing and {wearing , Well, when hee comes 
backe againe I will be better accquainted with him,and ſo we eſ- 
teeme not of his preſence in any reuerent ſort. The Shunamite 
ſaid; Let vs build a chamber for the man of God : then we ſhold 
build an houſe . Zachens did climbe yp into atree to ſee our Sa- 
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uiour,andtheLord ſecing his diligence called him, Z achexs come 
downe,for I will dine at thy houſe this day,and that was a ioyfull 
day with Z achews,for then ſaluation came into his houll and vp=- 
on all his family:he gaue the Lord afeaſti,and the Lord madehim 
afar betterfealt of peace, afcalt of ioy, afealtofheayenly things, 
and ſo forhis zeale and indeuour to ſee Chriſt bodily, he ſhewed 
himfelte ynto him ſpiritually,cuen to his hearts defire. pF

God ,by whichthe wiſdome ofthe Egyptians is made but meere = "6, 
fooliſhneſle in the Gght of God.Others as heathen Philoſophers, a 
Plato, Ariftotle, Cato, Crates, and ſuchlike, were counted ye= 8 © 
rie wiſe menin the ſight of the world , yea they wrote ſo many 

bookes full of wiſedome, and alſo adorned with notable ſenten- 
ces and wittie ſayings, that one would thinke all wiſedome were 

buried with them, ſo famous were they , and ſo full of earthly 
ynderſtanding, teaching manners counſels and pollicies : yet for 

my part I haue neither ſecne nor heard of any ſuch , being wiſe in 

worldly things and without the wiſedome of God, but that they 

haue committed ſome notorious fooliſhneſſe in the fight of all 

men, like e-Zchitophell, of whom we read that he was ſo wiſe a 3.39, 16.23 
counſeller , that his counſell was like as one had ashed coun- 2.S«w.17. 
ſell at the oracle of God , and yet ſeeſthe ende ofhim, hee han- 33» 

oed himſelfe , and all for want of the knowledge of God. It 

had bin better therfore for him to haue had more wiſdom & leſle 
wit.Crares, Ariftotle,Plato, and others of the wiſe Philoſophers, 

haue either poiſoned,burned,or drowned themſclues,& ſo we ſee, lai 
that the end of worldly wiſedome is meere fooliſhneſſe, andthe © 
fooliſh haue more peace then the wiſe : for their wiſedome with- 
out the feare of Ged , doththem no more good then the Arke 
did tothe Philiſtines , which did nothing but torment them, be- 
cauſe they knew not how to vſeit, and therefore ynreuerently 


abuſed it , For if your wiſedome conſiſt in eloquence of words, 
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ia profundity of wit, to gaine craftely, & ſpend watily,to muent 
lawes, to expound riddles,and interpret dreames,to t<1! fortunes, 
and prophecy of matters by learning:all your wiſdome is but vex- 
ation of the {pirit; for all theſe without the feare of God do vs no 
more good then their wit did theſe Philoſophers, which notw:th- 
ſtanding ſatein darkedeſſe. And Iam afraid thoughChriſt brought 
light ynto the Gentiles, yet it may bee ſaid,that the Gentiles fit in 
darkenefle ſtil, fauing a tew Leuits ſcattered vpon the mountains, 
for whoſe ſake Sodome is ſpared . And becaule thoic had not the

Heretofore, whereas one followed God,a thouſand followed 
Baa{l,but now kings & princes lift vp their-heads, deſiring Chritt 
to raigne with themand in them. Heretofore we made our ſelues 
like the wounded man, we were ſpoylied, we were {tript naked,& 
we were bathed in our bloud being full of woundes, but now 
Chriſt hath furniſhed vs, hee hath waſhed vs, hehath clothed vs, 
and we are now become true Iſraclites : vs which were the vile 
and wild Olives, he hath grafted ypon the true oliuc,and planted 

Dov? vs in a fruitfull ſoyle , And what cauſe can we ſhe for this but 
* only mercy?Forhererofore we were called fooliſh, but the Lord 
hath made ys wiſe according to the wiſdom of God intheſe daies

gaine,then yee are moſt vnhappy and moſt curſed . So now wee 
haue heard that the Lord doth reuecale all his counſels vnto his 
Prophets,and how the glory of [{racll is now reuealed to bee the 
light ofthe Gentiles, And you haueſheard the cauſe why: becauſe 
the Tewes reiected their owne ſaluation. You haue heard that the

You haue heard why Chriſt is called light, why he is called the 
light of the Gentils, why the Lord did changea curſe intoa ble(- 
fing,and why the Gentiles did change darkenefle for light, and a 
thouſand! Gods for onetrue God. Then the Gentiles receiued 
more grace then they delired, for the Lord came yncalled ynto 
their owne houſes, and made a fealt ynto them in their owne 
houſes, The light of the Gentilesis ourlight, yourlight, and my 
light : Chrilt is our grace,your grace, and my grace : and Chrilt 
is our ſaluation, your ſaluation, and my ſaluation, He came yn=- 
to the Tewes , and for the Iewes, and yethis comming ynto the 
Gentiles was better then to the Iewes. He came into the world 
whenthe world did abound in al wickedneſſe,and ſaued vs when 
we molt deſcrued wrath. Wonder at this = that wonder at no- 
thing,that theLord wold come to bring ſaluation,to redeem our 
loſt ſoules,cuen as it were againſt our wils:ſo that now we wold 
not be as we were for a thouſand worlds. The blindneſle of the 
Iewes was,& is wonderfull, who heard of their reieRion,& of our 
conucrizon.and yet ynder{toodit not, neither ſought to preuent 
Gods wrath in reicing of them. Therefore the rocke which 
ſhold haue ſaued them did ſhiuer the in peeces, wherin was ſhew- 
edtcheir wonderfull blockiſhnefle , hauing it ſo often foretold by 
their Prophets, figured in their law,ſhadowedin their ſacrifices, 
and read in their churches from Saborh to Saboth., Euery thing 
chat commeth to paſle in churches,in common weales,in Cities, 
19,countries, in kingdoms, and in prouinces,thele are allforetold 
in the Scriprures , and yet none doynderltand it, ſauing a fewe 
choſen ones :vhom God loueth, For,the comming of Antichriſt, 
| the ouerthrow of kingdomes, the darkenefle of Poperic, the light 
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of the Goſpell, the conuerſion of the Gentils,and the reieAingof 
the Iewes,all theſe are ſet downein the Scriptures, and yet wee 


cannot ynderftand it, though we heare it day by day, becauſe we 


do not giue our minds to vnderſtanding.Such hearers ſhall {tad in 
a maze before the righteous and terrible throne of God:the dead 


ſhall riſe, the trumpe ſhall blow, and all the world ſhall be in 


anyprore,and they ſhall tand quaking, when their hearing with- 
out: profiting ſhall be laid ro their charge,andthey ſhall fay,o we 
haue knowen no ſuch thing : but ſurely if the Iewes could come 
out of hell, they would admoniſh vs to take better heedej 
how wee heare : for we heare as though we did not heare at all, 
our mindes; are otherwiſe occupied. Now when weeſecany 
thing cometo paſſe, as itis foretold in the Scriptures, then we 
mult ſay as Chriſt ſaid , this propheſy is fulfilled, for all thinges 
chat are written are come to Scriprums oft &- fattume eft , that is, 
asſurefas it is written, ſo ſurely doth it come to paſſe. Itprophe- 
cicth nothing but that which cruly is fulfilled in duetime,andrhe 
moreoftenir ſpeakes ofa thing,the|ſmore certaine,the more excel- 


| lent,and the more to be belceued it is. Like a Iewell thatis beſet 


with pearle,ſois ourcalling ordained with Scriptures, for ſo doth 
God tender our calling, which is ſo often in his mouth,and we ſo 


_ often in his remembrance, that hee ſpeaketh of ys in cuery booke 


throughout the whole Scriptures, like a kind ſpouſe whoſeloue is 


inaſtrange cuntrey,and he delighteth himſelte with thoughts 8 


meditations of her:lo he did long vntil the Gentils were come to 
him again, like the prodigall child, whoſe father did long vatill he 
had imbraced him. When ſhall my prodigall ſonne come home a- 
aine ſaith he? I will put my beſt garment on his backe, and my 
goldring vponhis finger,and hisfare ſhall bethe daintieſt morſell, 
And thus God longeth for our ſaluation, and he knocketh at our 
doores.

Many other examples of our calling, as the ſtrayed ſheepe,the 
loſt groate,the prodigall ſonne,and Chrikt eating with publicans 
and ſinners , which when we read we ſhould caſt our figure and 
fay, of whom is this ſpoken?ofthe Gentiles?then it is of me, for 1 
ama Gentile. But am TI conuerted ? It I be not, then haue I 
nottulfilled this prophetic : therefore ler ys ſtrive to do well, and 
to mortifie and ſubdue fin which dwelleth in our mortail bodies, 
for none bur the valiant can enter into the kingdome of heauen, 

Now all theſe propheſies are fultilled,the blind ſee, the lame 


.  £0,the dumbeſpeake, the deafe heare , the maimed worke, the 


dead are quickned,the leapersarecleanſed, andthe poore receiue 
the Goſpell. Therefore who will deſpaire,and ſay, light is not re- 
ucaled ynto me, whe as he ſeethit to be reucaled vnto whole nat- 
ons? And ſo folemne is our calling,as that in ſo many places of the 
ſcripture itis foretold, wherby we ſec how dearly theLord tedreth 
our ſaluati6:as a kind ſpouſe which was loged for,while ſhe was in 
a ftrange cuntrey : tor Chriſt loged for the Gentils, till they came 
home agait vnto him.

Let ys not contemne our light, or grow careleſſe ofit : let vs 
not build with one hand and ouerthrow with the other by pra- 
phaneneſle, like thoſe men which while they ſurfetted ar their 
olutronous tables, did call ypon God for health, Chriſt is not re- 
ceiued withthe left hand: it the father offering a gift, do ſee the 
ſonne ſtretch foorth his left hand, hee will withdraw his giit from 
him. I ſay let vs not contemne ourlight as the Iewes conternned 
their glory, For whatis light to himthat will ſhut his eyes againſt 
it? What is this light? Tt is ſuch a glorious light,and ſuch an excel- 
lent reuclation,that great and mightie kings haue carneltly defſi- 
redroſee, and Princes haue laid downe their crownes to reucale 
it.

time they ſceme to wath the Ethiopian or the blacke More, the 
more they waſh him, the more they gall him, & yetheis an Echi- 
opian (till, bur inthe end the Arke ftandeth , and Dagos falleth 
downe, and truth triumphbeth ouer talſhood, hauing got the vi- 
Rory,and light chaſeth away darknefle with the brighcneſle ther- 
of .

Bur thou haſt ſpeeches inough to yſe , ifthou wilt needs ſay 
ſomwhat,and leaue ſuch ſuperſticious and offenſiue ſentences , if 
he be a good man,thou mailt ſay,the Lord be thanked for his de- 
liuerance,or the like : butif he be not, then thou mailt ſay , God 
graunt we may do betterthenhe hath done,and that by hisfall we 
may learne to riſe from finne,or ſome ſuch thing: whatſocuerhe 
be,thou maiclt ſay as Daw1d ſaid of his child, giuing a reaſon why 
he would nct pray for him any longer being dead.Can I call him 
backe againe ?

iealous our you , and becauſe you are mine andTI am yours, O 


that my yoyce were as the whirlewind, to beate downe , roote 
out,and blow away all your ſuperſtitions,that they may no lon- 
gcr raigneamong you : or rather © that Chriſt which 1s our light 
were comeinto vsall, and{hined ſo bright, that we were aſha= 
med of all our darknefle : of all,not of mind onely, but of will al- 
{o, and of workes, that we no lonoer would walke in darke- 
neſle, for few haue the will to walke according to the 
word, either in darkneſſe or lighc: we can fee to finnein the 
darke as wellas in the light, and do rather,becauſe the Jight dilco- 
uereth both the harlot and the theef, ſothey are afraidotthelighr, 


but aflured be we, where light is not , Chriſtis not : for Chrift is gypy p, 


light,and let none be afraid to ſecke this light whichis ſo good,ſo 
excellent,and lo profitable for ys . Forit doth not onely deſcrie 
it ſclfe, bur all other things round about it . Therefore if thou halt 
this light,thy faith,thy feare, thy loue will ſhew it ſelfe,and good 
things cannot now hide themlelues, for he thatis light, doth ce- 
lightto pleaſe God inthe light. Itis no maruell though a man 
ſtumble inthedarke , but hee which Numblerh in the light is nor 
yery {trong, becauſe he ſecth his way betore him. Once we ſtum- 
bled at cuery fliraw when we walked in darkneſle, for then wrath 
hadafall,pride had a fall, luſt had a fa!l,drunkennefle hadafall,pe- 
nury had a fall,ignorance had a fall:or.ifyou will, pride roſe & we 
fell, luſt roſe,and we fell, &c. 

Were Egyptas light as Goſhen , we ſhould haue idolaters as 
ioyfull astrue worſhippers, but there is palpable darkneſle,tedi- 
ous, fearfull, and of long continuance in Egypt, clears light onely 
in Goſhen : therefore flic Egypr,bur if thoulive in Egypr,thar is, 
walkein darkneſſe, or commit wickedneſle, though thou fin in 
the darke, the light will bewray thee,and thy conſcience will ac- 
cuſe thee, and condemne thee for it . Therefore now giuc ouer 
darkneſſe, and arme thee with light, for our life ſhineth hke 
the light, therfore now we ſhould be 11rael, for Iirael is reuolted, 

But many ſcrolles may be writtenof our finnes, and thus the 
Gentiles are as Gentiles {till . He that beleeueth not the word, 
is an infidell', heethat belecueth not God, is an Atheiſt,hee that 
worſhippeth any thing more then God, is an idolater : cuery 


mans conſcience {ball condemne himſelfe , Yet men willleaue 


b 
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godlineſſe forriches,but they will not leaue their riches for god- 
hneſſe . What madneſſe ? Yea the Iewes neuer ferued Godat 
any time with ſuch deuotion as many do now their golde and 
their riches, © incollerable wickednefle ! For many there are 
which could be content neuer to dic, bur live cuer here with their 
riches and pleaſures. 

And is not the godly more diſpited for his godlineſle then the 
wicked for his wickedneſle ? 

Arenot the me mbers of Chriſt more hated, and worſe enter- 
rained by vsthea the limes of Sathan? So dearely doth euc- 
ry oneloue finne , and drawes finne ypon finne, till there bee a 
chaine of many linkes and monſters therein drawne moltloth- 
ſome.And though we of our {clues run {wittly rohel, yet the moſt 
driucvsto make vshie faſter, they come ynto vs and fay,yourfa- 
thersloued vs well and ſaid ynto vs,if you will be faire, you ſhall 
be wiſe,ifyou will be drunke you ſhalberich,&c. Yea cuery one 
pointeth at,and ſheweth vsthe way which leaderhto deſtruction: 
and how few arethe number of them which ſhew vs the way of 


yertue and godlineſle ? 


And thus we are euen as forward as thoſe Iewes which ſtrive 
who ſhall come into hell firſt. Who did cuerthanke God that he 
was not borne an hundred yeares ago,when ignorance ſpread 0- 
uerall, and all Egypt was ſmitten with darkenefſe? or that the * 
Lord hath not left him to himſelfe to become an Atheiſt, or an 
Epicure which lives without God in the world?We haueal Gods 
gitts offered ys , but we haucretuſed them, Chrift brought light, 
but we had rather he had brought darkenefle, for we loue darke- 
neſſc morethen hght. The Angels,the heaucns,the word, the ſpi- 
rit,are light, and we which ſce it are darkenefle, for we cannot a- 


bide hgh, bur-are like an owle which flieth out of a bare field 


fromthe light of the day, ſuch a death is day vnto vs. Faithis 


- Bowne away,truth is becomea pilgrimc, & euery {tring is out of 


cune.He which ſhold weepe & be ſorrowtull, laughes:& truth is 
brought to the ground, yea poore truth is cuen perſecuted tothe 
death: but ſinners are ſtubble, & their ſentence is burne them. 
How fine wold be the way of vertue,if you would pare away 
the rubs that are in it, if you would take away all occafionsof fin, 
and giuc itgall to cat, & when you hauc done ſo,fet a crowne of

haue bin Gnce Chriſt, working ſuch like efieCts,of which ſort was 


theProphet A7abx,of whom mention is made inthee leuenth of AF%11-18 
the Acts and the 28. verſe, 


Now inthe ſecond ſort of theſe, Joyah,whom God ſent to de- 
clare his will vnto his people , vato whom allo the Lord did re- 
ucale the ſubuerſton of kingdomes,the oucrthrovw of Tribes, the 
captiuity of Nations , the calamities that were to come ynto the 
ſons of men for iniquine and rebellionagainſt God. 

_ Asall wiſe men were not borne at onee,nor livedtogether: ſo 
theſc holy Prophets haue not bin at once, but were railed yp by 
the Lord God, ſome here,ſome there, according to his plealure, 
and as he ſaw the people [tandin need of them by reaſon ofthe 
corruption of the times. - - DOLL» '; 

And furtherniore,the Lordhath notat any ctime renealed vnto 
one of theſe, all thinges that might bee reucaled,but as much as 
was ſufficient for thera cuery one in their times and places , Nei- 
ther hathany ofthem told as much of the willof God as might 
be declared, norfally expounded his lawes:but the Patriarkes left 
ſome tothe Prophets, and che Prophets left ſome to the Apolitles, 
but they haue left none for ys, bur they haue al ſeft open the whole 
will of God vnto vs, andeuery Prophet now bringethonly gold, 
myrrhe,and fraunkenſenſe , like che witemen which came co ſee 
our Lord. 5 | 

There are three thinges which moued meto take this ſtory in 
hand aboue all others. Fir{t becauſe you know the ſtory,and ther- 
fore can the better conceiue of the matter as I go forward withit, 


 Secondiy,becauſe it is briete and doth containe a great dealein a 


litle. Thirdly,becauſe it is moſt agreeable for the time and ſtate of 
this tinnefull age wherein we liue, and therefore molt conueni- 
ent for vs. Its manifeft rhart Jezah liucd ina very troubleſome 
time, namely in the time of /eroboaw the ſonne of [oaſb king of 
Ifracll, a wicked king, though not hee which is called the /c- 
roboam that made Tiracll to finne.

There are two {peciall thinges contained in this hiſtorie . The 

firlt,the great mercy of God ſhewed to three ſorts of men: the 
Niniuites, /0n4h,and the mariners. Inreſpect of the Nmiuites,that | 
he ſenta Prophet to Niniuie a Citic of the Gentiles, which were . 
ſtrangers from the couenant, from the promiſe, and firan- | 
gers from''the common wealth of Iſraell, and conuerted 
them by his preaching ,and ſoſpared themnow. In regard of /o- | 
:ah,that being,for his diſobedience in flying to Tarſhiſh,when he |

was {ent to Niniuie, throwne into the ſea , hee prepared agreat 
VVhale to iwallow him, andin his belly euen in the bottome of 
theſea,wherethere wasno hope of life for him , preſeruedhim, 
and after three dayes deliueredhim thence ſafe,and then caſt him 
not off but continued him in his calling, and wrought powerfully 
by him,bothin the ſhip conuerting the idolatrous mariners,andin | 
| Niniuy,bumblingthe king and the whole city:andlaſtly when he |

| ainſtGod, he contented himiſelfe with gentle and mild reproofe

finning,both flying from God,and murmuring, andtherein iuſti- 
fying himſelfe : ſecondly ſuſtaining his puniſhment manifold,and 
long feares,calting into the ſea , & continuing in the Whales bel- 
ly three dayes, and afterward his reproofe and conuiction , His 
riſing, firlt repenting in the ſhip inthe belly ofche Whale, and be- 
ing caſt out of it , Then alſo faithfully diſcharging his dutie, cry- 
ing againſt Niniuie couragiouſly. 

We haue ſcene /onah a farre off , ifwe would we might ſee 


' himnearer. Hee that recejueth a Prophet inthe nameof a Pro- 


phet ,-ſhall receive a Prophetes reward . Thereforeler vs pre- 
pare our cares to heare, and receiue the word of God preached 
by bis Miniſters , andletys thinke that /onah is come againeto 
our houſesto preach, and whether it be fortie dayes , or fortic 
weekes , or fortie yeares , they that liue like Sodome , ſhall be 
puniſhed like S9dowe . But as our Sauiour ſaid to his Diſciples:

Herein I obſerue that [onah went not before hee was ſent: for

How?here indeede is the hardneſle : for he is a notable hypo- 
crite,the father of hypocrifie. But thou muſt follow the counſell 
of Chriſt, Reue.z3.18.Thou muſt annoint thine eyes with eye ſalue 
thatthou mailt ſee , Thou mult be fulfilled with the knowledge 
of Gods will , in all wiſedome and ſpirituall ynderſtanding , and 
moreouer watch and be ſober. And laſtly conſider, firſt howthy 
ſpirit is affeCted : for our owne ſpirit ( by nature euermore hard) 
if it be moued by the ſpirit of God,is ſad, {oft and ſflow:but if it be 
moued by the ſpirit ofSathan,is proud,boiſterous, and tout;then, 
whether that which thou art indeed mooued to, be good or euill: 
if good , that is, agreeable to Gods word , then acknowledge it 
comes from God,tor all good motions are the worke ofthe ſpirit 
of God, howſocuer they ſeeme to proceed of our ſelues. But if it 
he cuill,that is,not agrecable with the word of God, then it is al- 
waycs cithera luſt of our corrupt nature,or a ſuggeſtis of Sathan, 
Wherefore it isa ſure way to ſay when we are tempted to euill, 
this motion is of the diuell, for euen our corruption came ofhis 
ſugecſtion, For the ſpirit of man is alwayes toſſed betweene theſe 
two contrary ſpirits , the ſpirit of God procuring our ſaluation, 
and the ſpirit of Sathan ſeeking our condemnation. Sothat if a- 
ny will get the victorie of Sathan, hee may not bee without the 
ſpirituall tword,whichis the word of God.

This money-was caft intothe ſea , it did himas little good,as if 
he had ytterly loſt ic,it had bene good for him ifhe had loſt it,for 
it did him much harme. There are many which will ſpend & waſt 
they care not how much ypon cardes and dice, and ynlawtull 
games,this money isalſo calt into the ſea, for it doth them much 
more harme then they know of, it doth them no good, it were 

| good for them they had not a penny to leeſe, And ſo men care 
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not what they pay for yanitics and braueries, the molt part of 
which is ynprofitable andrather hurtful then neceſlary forthem, 
bur only for the vaine vſe of the preſent time, andfor fome yaine 
reſpect:thisalſois calt into the ſea, and better ſhould they bee, it 
they hadir notto lauith,and to their owne and many others hurt 
ſo to garniſh themſclues . Men care not what they pay for their 
vanities ſoit doth pleaſe their minde for the preſent, withour 
conſideration of theend and vic thereof , but they will giue little 
or nothing to do good withall: ſo that Lazarns can getnothing, 
and Dad can get 110 meate. Shall I take my bread & my wine, 
andthefleſh which I haue prouided for my ſhearers , andgiue 
them vnto one, whom I know not, ſaith churliſh Nabal/? We 
can be contentto giueany thing,or do anything to win the world 
thereby, but we will giue nothing, nor do nothing,therby to win 
thekingdome of God. | | 
We haue heard /9y4h confeſſing that hee recciued a charge to 
go to Niniuie , but hearoſe,and fledroward Tarſhiſh,and went 
downe to Iapho,and found a ſhip going to Tarſhiſh,andpaid the 
fare thereof,and went downe into it:hereafter we ſhall heare,that 
being entred the ſhip, hee went to ſleepe, and ſlept ſoundly, and 
being wakened, he confeſſed not his ſinne , bur ſuffered the Ma- 
riners to deuiſe to finde out for whoſe cauſe they were ſo trou- 
bled, & atlengthallo the lots to be caſt,neuer confeſling it til he 
was enforced to it, what needed he to reherſe all this ? had it not 
beneinough to haue ſaid, that he left his bufinefle vndone,he was 
a ſinner? No, for God would haye men to know the ſtubborn- 
nefle and diſobedience of /on«h , in that thisthing was not done 
ypontheſudden, but ypon deliberation, andin no ſhort time, but 
infome continuance,while he went from Samaria to lapho:and 
thence was departed,and had ſome while fayled. In whichſpace, 
he hadleaſure inough to hauerepented,but did not .- Zoxah con- 
_ feſled his finne, that hee ſhot}ld not once hauc liftned to Sathans 
aflaultsor reaſons ofthe fleſh,and when he hadliftned,he ſhould 
not haueliked them,and when he had liked them , he ſhould not 
haue conſented to obey them, and when hee had conſented , hee

H E finne ispaſt, but puniſhment is to come, For 
\ {after diſobedience followeth wrath, the heauie 
companio of wickedneſle.For although {he loue 
not fn, yet ſhe will be alwaies where wicked- 
neſle is,yea alſo full of ftrength like aLion, which 
will not be tamed, 

He that madethe winds, commandedthem, and they obay his 
yoice,the windes and the waters obay him, but man will not oba 
him. He ſaythnot that a winde aroſe, but ſaith the Lord ſent a. 
great winde , Therefore we ſee the cauſe of thistempeſi,and ſo 
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Of lenah:s preiſiment, 7 
of lonahs puniſhmer. The iuſt iudge of the whole world,may no t 
ſuffer fin ynpuniſhed, therfore he gr Lord ſet out a mighty 
wind. The it was not by chice,nor yet by witchcraft:for the mari- 
ners(notwith{tading they wereinfidels)were not ſo grofle as toa- 
ſcribe it to any ſuch cauſe, butrather thought it to be {Ctjfro ſome 
reuenging power,being prouoked to indignation by ſome parti- 
cular perſonamongthem,that had committed ſome hainous faQt: 
elſe why did they caſtlots to know him and finde him out that 
had ſinned, and whoſe fins did procure this tempeſt to bee ſent? 
Though this winde hadalmoſt drowned /onah , yet hee ſaid, the 


Lord ent it, ſo the Lord ſendeth winde to bring ſhips toland in 


ſafety,and the ſame Lord ſendeth wind to drowne, and breake,

which did ſo molelt him.If ſome had ſo much lofle by tempeſt as 
Tb, and ſuch danger as loxah, they would ſurely ſay with 195 :

And there vuas agreat tempeſt in the ſea. 


© Firſt God ſpake gently to him, Ari/e Jonah,go to Nimmie: then 


he would not goe, but ſeeing words would not ſerue , the Lerd 
would take another way , and trie whether that could make him 
obedient to his yoice , So the Lord cauſcd a mightie tempeſt to 
ariſc in the ſea,like the meſſengers that, were ſent to copell folkes 
to cometo the banquet, that Ga the commaundement could 
not,the tempeſt might beare rule, For vnleſle it be an imperious 
croſſe, we will not yeeld:ſo headfirong is (in. 
Therfore it is {: xi that God ſentout a great wind,ſo that there

He that failes to Tarſhiſh , or whither he is forbiddento goe, 
would haue as good wind as he that failes to Niniuie,or whither 
heis commanded to go. Bur he that doth one thing for another, 
{hall receaue one thing for another,as Achab did, who hoped ac- 
cording tothe ſaying of 406.falſe Prophets,to go vp andproſper, 
bur he went vp and periſhed, As ſurely as /oy4h thought to arive

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at Tarſhiſh,io (| urely the Spaniards thou ght to ariue 1N England. 
Burt as /onahs companie woncered atthis tempeſt , ſo at theſe 
Spaniards deſtruction,thcir fellows at home wondered, _s were 
aftonicd,how their inuincible power could be deſtroyed. But God 
is ſtronginough for themthar kicke againſt him,and diſdaineth to 
2 croſſed of duit and Aſhes, 
e-fnd there Vas a great tempeſt m the ſea. | 

The ſhip went on roundly for a time,the Prophet ſleeping,the 
Mariners ſporting, their failes flaunting, the waters calming, the 
windes guiding, ſo merily 6n goes on before the tempeſt comes. 
The wind blo-ves nor yet,therefore go on yet alitle,and yet a litle 
more, but ſaddenly the tempelſtruthesyponthem before they be- 
ware of it, and tumbles them yp and downe , and ſuddenly all is 
likero be vndone, He cameto the hauen , and paidthefare , and 
entred the thip,and hoiſt vp ſailes, and went on forward , and all 
to flic from God, but now it appearcs hee fled not from him but 
to hum. Therefore Dazrdlaith , ifI take the morning wings and 
flic alofr,loe thou artthere, IfT go into the nethermoſt depth, 
thy hand will find meout:therefore whither ſhall I fliefromthee? 


So that when we thinke that we flie from God,in running out of 


one pace into another , we do butrun from one hand to the o« 
ther; forthere is no place where Gods hand is not , and whither 
ſocuer a rebellious finner dothrun, the hand of God will mecte 
wittthim to crofſe him , and hinder his hoped for good ſucceſle, 
although he ſecurely prophecicth never ſo much good ynto him- 
felfe inhis journey. What had he offended the winds, or the wa- 
ters that they bare him ſuch enmity? The windes and the waters, 


and all Gods creatures are to take Gods part againſt lonah, or a=. 


ny rebellious ſinner:for though Godin the beginning'gaus power 
to man ouer all his creatures to rule them, yet when man finneth, 
God giueth power and ſtrength to his creatures to rule and bridle 
© man. Therefore he that cuen now was Lord ouer the watcrs,now 
the waters are Lord ouer him, | 

Bur if 7onah had thought that God would hauc brought things 
thus to paſſe, he durſt not haue bin ſo bold in this enterpriſe. Ther- 
fore wee may ſcethat ſinne hath no eyes while it is on going, 
Os aith the foole)it is faire wear he 1yet, while ke gocthtothe 
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$9 rhat the ſhip was like to be broken. 

We hauc heard ofthe cauſes and greatneſſe ofthis tempeſt, the 
effects follow, wherby the greatneſſe cf itis the better expreſt, Firſt 
in the ſhip,then in the mariners. 

: | T he ſoup was hke to be brokew. 

- Theſhip was faire and goodly,ſo ſtrong that it might haue en- 
countred with inſtruments of war,and ſo lure made,that it might 
haue endured greattempeſts, and made many voyages. Yet now 
with one tempeſt , and at one yoyage,it was fo deformed, fo 
weakened,inſuchataking, that it was like tobeſhiueredinpeeces: 


& all becauſe [onah was init.Such ftrife is alwayes betwixtGods Prev.7.2 


wrath,and mans diſobedience. When Gods word will not turne 
ys,Gods winds,and other inſtruments of his wrath mult threaten 
to ouerturne ys. 

T hen the Mariners were afraid, and cried enerie man to his 
God, and caſt the wares ont that were in the ſhip , to lighten it 
thereof, | 

The effects of this tempeſt inthe Mariners were two . Firſt they 
were afraid , then yvſed meanesto appeaſe the tempeſt, and ſaue 
themlſclues, 
| T henthe Mariners were afraid. 

Mariners liuing in the ſea, almoſt as fiſhes, hauing the waters 
as their neceſſarielt element, are commonly men voide of teare, 
yenterous, and contemners of danger . Yet now ſeeing the tem- 
peſt ſo yehement ona ſudden, that their goodly and tall ſhip was 
tolt almoſt as a cock-bote, andcrackt ſo,that it was like to bee

This is thena 
manifeſt figne , that the heathen acknowledge there is a diuine 
power,ſecing and gouerning the whole world:for they wold not

law: as noneamong the Iewes,but publicans, were counted fin- 
ners,allthereft were good fellowes,and juſt men, 

The Papiſts ſay,ſome thoughts, afteRions, words,and outward 
aQtions,not agreeing with the law of God,are eafily waſhtaway 
with alittle holy water, &c. they are not deadly, they deſerue not 
the wrath of God,they are but yenial.Did you neuer readof theſe 
veniall finsin the Scripture?But thinke you they hauenothing bur 
Scripture ? yes, they haue decrees, they hauedecretals,the cere- 
monies whereof obſcrued, theſe veniall fins are ſoone pardoned, 
and they haue « Pope that can) forgiue any ſins . Thus they leſſen 
finschus they abatethe priceof fins, & they can buy out fins with 
mony,or redeeme them with maſſes, and by a litle ſhort penance, 
purchaſe alarge andlong pardon. 

And as the mariners, eucry mah thought he was no great ſin- 
ner: fo lenahthought with bimſelfe, though I bee a great ſinner, 
7 am I not ſo grieuous a {inner as theſe idolatrous heathens: or 
1 ze throughly condemnedhimſelfe, yet ynwillingto beknowne 
fuck arebel,be thought, it may be,itis moſtlikely,they are many, 
I but one , peraduenture thereforethe lot will not fall ypon me, 
he a thiefe, which notwithſtanding inhis owne heart hee ac- 
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knowledge himſelfe guiltie.of that wherewithall he is charged: 
yet willnot confeſle,vntill the matter be thicughly fred, 8nd fo 
clearely prouedto his owne face, inſuch fort, that he cannot 
for ſhame,though withſhame he confefle, deny it. Therefore, 
if God had not ſifted out this ſinner the better, Jonah would not 
haue becne knowne the man , andthe mariners would lill haue 
contended who was the lefler {inner , therefore they conſult to 
calt lots, | 
Let vs caſt lots. 
They did notyſeto calt lots, this was no cuſtome among the 
mariners:but the tempeſt was ſo wondertul,that it made rhemſe- 


riouſly to thinke of God, & willing to yſe the meanespreſcribed »,, x ,g. 
by God for the ending of doubttull matters, acknowledging pPro.26.33. 


that he ordereth all, and the lot is the ſentence of God:by the fal- 
ling of thelot,he reuealcth thetruth, 

Theſe like worldlings neuer confefſe God, but when he cometh 
in a tempeſt:they wil not ſec his mercy vntill his iuſtice appeare, 
they will not acknowledge Gods gouernement, before hee bring 


on them ſome judgement: like Pharass ſorcerers,who confeſſed Exod.5v. 


not Gods maieſtie, while they liued at caſe , but when the Lord 
plagued them then criedout: This is the finger ofGod, 
Let vs caſt lots, that we may know for whoſe cauſe this emi is 
won Us. 
 Why?what are they the better whethey know him?what wold 
they do with him on whom the lot ſholdfall? Surely they ſuppo- 
ſing , or rather clearely ſceing this tempeſt to be ſent fromſome 
virathfullpower,& that for ſome one mans {in amongſt the,they 
determined, hauing found him,to ſacrifice him vnto the God that 
was ſo offendedby him.God turneth euil into good, but the diuel 
turneth good ynto cuil, The Gentils had a cuſtome in the time of 
comon plague,to ſacrifice one for the reſt, This cuſtome rhey took 
by imitatio of the Tewes,in offering beaſts, & of 46brahamin offe- 
ring his ſon:the diuell that fatherpflyes , & {choolemaiſter of all 
miſchiefte,teaching them.So the diuel took aduantage to do euill 
by the ſeruice of God,in mcuing'the Gentiles toworke abhomi- 
nation,by offering men,imitating the Jewes comanded ſacrifices, 
Bur if they had rightly knowne the true God, they wold haue ta- 
ken their fins by the throte, and haue ſacrificedthem, |

_ Whetherit be lawfull rocaſt lots,it is not euident by this ex- 
awplc,becauſc they were Gentiles, and therfore no preſident for 
vs:but ſofarre may we victhem, as the word doth leade vs,& no 
further . There are two goates brought to Aarey, that he might 
caſt lots,to ſee which goate ſhould be killed, and which ſhold not: 
theſe goats Egnitie Chriſt ; for as he died, he liued againe ; and as 
he was buried, he roſe againe, Againe,the land of Canaan is pare 
ted by lots , to ſee what part each tribe ſhould inhabit, Againe, 
that theefe Achay is found out by lots, firſt by his tribe, then by 
his familie, and lafilie by his particular perſon.

and the lot, his conſcience,and God himſciferbreatned him: the 
lot allo condemned him,and the feare of being ſacrificed by fin- 
nersto Sathan terrified him,ſo that he forthwith repcted through- 
ly,and declared it openly., hee confeſſed his linne freely . Such a

It was Gods great goodneſieto 7onah that the mariners ſacri- 
ficed him not : greater,that he truly repented:that God continu- 
eth him in his calling , and bleſſerhhis(whoſe fiying from God, | 
deſeruedflinging to Sathan) notſo much ſolemne preaching , as 
ſuddaine.confeſlion,& ſhort denunciatis of vengeance,yea made 
it ſo powerfull that it conuerted Idolatrous heathens,molt hard- 
ned Idolaters : firſt mariners,then Niniuites, 

For what a bleiling felt /oyah,God vouchſafing him cfthis ho- 
nour,to offer thema liuely,holy,and acceptable iacrifice ro God, 
by whom he preferaly before greatly feared to haue bin offered a 
dead, voholy, and ſo a delightful ſacrifice ro Sathan . This feare 
baniſhed,andthar joy poſſetling him, what a mercy of the Almi- 
ohty did /#nahthinke it?But betore he conuerted theNinivites, he 
was moreto bc humbled, fuller to be firengthened, better ny 
way to be prepared. Therefore God would haue the fea to wal 
him , the whale ro falt him,and yet miraculoully ſafe to preferue 
him, that being purified, hemight pray feruently,and being deli- 
ucred, tind power, comfort and courage aboundantly . Wher- 
fore when by lot being taken,and by his owne confeſſion found 
the man that had procured the tempeſt, the marinersin loue 
and coinpaſſion ofhim, had afayed by rowing to gerto land but 
could not, the ſea raging more and more , and /onah himſclte 

rofefſed he knew the tempeſt was ſent for his cauſe, and would 

e layd,he being caſt into the ſea: /oxah at length was caſtout of 
the{hip into the ſwelling ſurges of the tempetiuous ſea, What

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hope of life thenleft?is there any?ro ſwallow vp all,ſoone afterhe 
is ſwallowed whole of a whale. 

Here let vs marke, that after the tempelt had terrified Joyah , 
the mariners reproucd him , when they had reproued him , his 
conſciencepricked him, when his conſcience had pricked kim, 
the conſulting to cafilots grieued him, aftcr griefe for conſultin A 
their concluding to caſt lots yexed him : yexed at their concluta- 
en, the lot condemnes him : the lot hauing condemned him, in 
what an agony thinke we was /oxeh : partly, that he ſhould bee 
held that notorious wretch that had brought this wo?partly,lcaſt 
they in theirraging gpriefe , for their great trouble of body , loſſe 
of goods, danger oflife, ſhould foorthwith kill him for a ſacrifice, 
to appeaſe the ynknowne angry God? But after this agony the 
terror of drowning followed,and after that the horror ofthe huge 
fiſh: firſt leaſt itteare himin peeces,then leaſt it melt him, after- 
ward leaſt it poiſon him : laſtly,three dayes and three nights, the 
comfortle{iehotror of darkenefle,andnoiſome ſtinch in the fiſhes 
belly rormentedhim. 

Firſt then ſee,the windes could not further him, the waters 
could not beare him , the ſhip could not hold him, the mariners 
could not helpe him: 2nd being caſt out leaſt all tor him be caft 
away,the whale would not ſparchim, the {linch would ill feede 
him, the darkeneſſe would lefle glad him, and light might not vi- 
fthim. Now ſee then what 1en4h got by this tourney . Not- 
withſtanding all the promiſes of which Sathan affured him,and 
all the furtherances which the ſerpent procured him : he loſt his 
Jabour,loſt his money,loft his ioy,loſt his credit, loſt his quict,and 
faw no hope but to lecſc his life too : findivg plenrifully,and bit- 
terly feeling dreadtull feares , He truſted. rothe winds the winds 
could not ſeruchim:he truſted to the ſhip,the ſhip could not keep 
himzhe truſted tothe mariners, the mariners could not hold him: 
he truſted to the lot, the lot would not ſpare him : hee truited to 
the waters, the waters could not beare him : neither would the 
whale forbeare him, neither didany thing make ſhew of likeli- 
hood to ſauc him . Therefore we may ſec in [ongh,what it pro- 
fitetha manto flie from God,forſaking his calling, and ſo practi- 
fing the cuill motions of Sathan , in ſtead ofthe knowne will of 
God. Afluredly, if we follow his flatterics as 7enah did, wee

ſhall haue Bhe had, accufing conſciences,fearfull hearts,and the 
wrath of God ypon our heads. For he hath nothing to giue vs, 
although hee promiſe and make vs beleeue hee hath great king-

Thenif hee ſee that wee appeale from iuſtice tomercy, 
and ſay ; At what time ſoeuer a ſinner repenteth, the ludge 
putteth all his wickednefſe out of his remembrance, hee 
dealeth withvs, ascrafty worldlinges deale in matters of 
lawe, who whenthey ſee their matters paſſe againſt them 
in higher Courts, bring downe their caſe intothe countrie, 
to be decided by the neighbours; who, eitherfor their ſim- 
plicity cannot,or for theirfauour dare not iudge of the truth 


ofthe matter,

thoughour conſcience doth teſtifie our innocencie * yethe 


accuſcth inthe third court before men,where he is boldeto

Starres. O then how eaſie is our ouerthrow,if the Lord did 
not holde vs vp , which ſhine not as ſtarres in heauen , but 
creepelike wormes on earth?

5 Heproceedethafterfurther, andadderh tohispolicie in- 
duftrie, hee conſidereth ournatures and diſpoſitions, and

9s in his wiſfedome,northe {trong man in his ſtrength;

he heareth our gronings & ſighs,and knoweth what things

The third reaſon why wee mult ſeeke vnto God is, none 
is ſo able tohelpe vs as he ; but of this I ſhal haue particular 3 
occaſion toſpeake whenI cometo this point , avd pray to 


the Almighty, _ 

The fourth reaſon why we muſt ſeeke Chriſt alone is,be- 
cauſe there is none ſo willing tohelpe vs as he. 1tisa great 
courage tovsto make ſute, when weareperſwaded ofthe 
willingneſſcofhimto whem we make ſute :and [pray ye, 
who-was euer more carefull for our ſaluation, and more 
watchfull ouer vs than the Lord? who cuer puthis truſt in 
him, and was confounded In thisreſpeCthe is called a fa- 
ther,becauſe, as the father tendreth his ſonne, ſo.the Lord 
doth al thoſe tharputtheirtruſt in him . Canthere bee any 
more yvilling to helpe vs than Chriſt , vyhoſe vvhole head 
vyas ſicke, and vyhoſe hart vvas heauy forour ſakes? yea,in 
yyhoſe bodiefrom the ſole of the foote to the crown ofthe 
head, was nothing but wounds and ſwellings, and ſores? 
Bur alas,this vvasnothing to that hee ſuffered for our ſakes. 
He was compaſſed about with feares and horrours, till his 
ſxeat was drops of bloud, & his bones bruiſed in the fleſh, 
he was whipped and ſconrged,and ces with moms,

cill he cried out inthe bitternes of his ſoule , O Lord, if it bee 
poſſible let this enp paſſe fromme . The heauy hand of God 
was ſo grieuous ypon him, that hee bruiſed his very bones, 
and rent his rainesaſunder : hee could find no health inhis 
fleſh, bur was wounded , yea woundedto the death,cuen 
the moſt bitrer death vpon the Crofie , His tender fingers 
were nailed tothe crofle, his face was wiinckled with wee- 
ping and wailing, his fides imbrued & gored with his owne 
bloud,ſpurting and guſhing freſh from hisribs,the ſhadow 
of death was ypon his eies, 

O what griete could belike tothis, or what condemna- 
tion could be ſo heauie , {ith there was no wickednes1in his 
hands? fith he was the brigotneſſe of his fathers glorie , and 
the ſunne ofrighreouſneſle that fhin-d inthe worlde, as to 
ſee his daicsat anend, to ſee ſuchthrobbing ſighs & care- 
full thoughts without cauſe of his, ſo deeply ingrauen inthe 
tables offi breaſt. But was this all?no,my brethren. fith his 
excellency was ſuch abouecalcreatures,thatthe world was 
not worthy to giue him breath, it was a greater oriefe ynto 
him,toſcc himſclie made a worme, and nota man,aſhame 
of men, and contempt of the people: toſce his lite ſhut yp 
in ſhame and reproches, how could it but thake his bones

He quencheth,dearlybeloued,the (pirit, which being once 
lightened with the ſparkles of taith, & felx Gods morions in Epheſ4 
his hart,dothnegle&toincreaſethe one to a flame,&the 0- 
ther to good workesin bis life , but with the dog tuxnethto = 
his vomit, &wich the Sow that was waſhed, toher wallow- 
ing againe inthe mire.

Wherfore as Paul exhor- 
red the Ephel1ans,ſoI exhort you, Awake rhon that ſleepeſ?, Ephe,s 
Rad wp fro the dead, of Chriſt ſhal gine thee lg ht:awake vnto 
God, & God wilawake vnto thee, & Chriſt eucn the ſon of 
God,the brightmorning ſtar,ſhal giue thee the light of life.

Here(brethren)yeſee what a ſea ofmatteris offered me, 
wherunto if I would commit my ſelfe, I might diſcourſe yn- 
to ye, what ſtrangeeuents(by Gods prouidence)haue hap- 
ned inthe wotld, what great kings and potentates haue bin 
Plucked down from their thrones , and vvhat contemptible 
petſoris inthe ecic ofthe world, haue bin aduanced to their 
roomes.

Rememberthe example of Dauid,vvhomthe Lord choſe 
and rooke from the Ewes great yvith young : that he mighe 
feed his people in Tacob.and his inheritance in /ſrael.Reme- 
berthe example of iob,hovy the Lord turned the capriuitie 
of tob,astheriuersin the ſouth, how he bleſſed the laſt daies

& oxen,& the afles,in more abundance than he had before, 
hovy he increafed him vynh ſonsand daughters,cuento the 
fourth generati6,ſo that he dicd being old & ful of daies,Re 
member even our owneſtate, for vyhom the Lord harhdon 
greatthings already:as created vs,and redeemed vs, & ſan- 
Ctified ys, and not long fince deliuered vs from the gaping 
iavveSofthoſe that ſought to ſuck-our bloud.

Nowe as the yertue of hoſpitalitie is commendable in- 
all ſortes of men : ſo is. it more cſpeciallie commended to 
the Miniſters, vyho are expreflie commaunded by the 
Apoſtle among other thinges, to bee giuento hoſpiralitie, 
Vnto the Leuites in the time of the lawe, the Lord appoyn- No 
ted cities of refuge, tolignifie that the Miniſters ar: ſhuld P35 

| bethepoore mansharbour,and hisſtore their treaſurie;but 

| thetrue Miniſters of our dayes haue no cities of refuge for 
others, for they haue none forthemſclues: they haue nor 
wherewith to relieue the wants of others, for they haue not 
to relieue their owne. 

When Martha had thus entertained Chriſtas hee was,

yeere doth damage him, and a hard ycere doth vantage 
chem.So this painful man'is faine toliue poorely,fare mean. 
ly.go barely,houſe homely, riſc early, labor daily,ſel cheap, 
and bye deere,that I may truely ſay,that no mandelerueth 
his liuing better, no manfulfilleth the lawe neerer : thatis, 
thou ſhalt getthy liuing inthe ſwear ofthy browes; then 
this poore ſonne of Adam,which pickes his crums outof the 
earth. Therefore he ſhould notbee mocked for his labour, 
which hath vexation enough though all men ſpeake wellot 
him; and in my opinion, ifany deſerueto be loued for hisin- 
nocencie , or 6 his trueth, or his paine , or the good which 
heebrings to the Common-wealth, this Realme isnotſo- 
much beholding to any fortof men(butthoſerhat feed the 
ſoule) as thoſe which feed the body,thar is, thoſe that labor 
the earth;yet you ſce how they liue like drudges, as _— 
they were your ſeruants to prouide foode for you, andafter 
to bting it to your doores : as the beaſts ſeruethem, ſothey 
ſerue you, asthough you were another kind of men, Ican 
notthinke ypontheirmiſery burmy thought telsme,thar : 
it isapreat part of ourvnthanketulnefſe,that weneuer con- 
ſiderwhatan eaſfielife and liuing God hath giuenynto ys,in 
reſpeRtof them. | | 

Ifthe Apoſtles rule werekept, they which do not worke 
ſhould nor eate ; burnowe they which do not worke, cate 
moſt : and the husbandmen which worke, eatenot,butare- 
likeBees , which prepare foode for other and pinchthem-

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another : butthe ſame curſſe which was denounced 

Adam, was denounced ypon all his children, that euerie 
man ſhould get his liuing in the ſweate of his browes, Al- 
though I know there be diuers workes, and diuers gifts, and 
diuers callings to work in:yet alwaies prouid _— which 


do nor worke {hould notear,for inthe ſweat of thy browes, 


that is , in labour andtrauell, thou king, and thou Iudge, 
and thou prelate , andchou landlord, and thou gentleman, 
ſhalt gerthy liuing as Adi thy father did, orelſe thou doeſt 
auoide the curſle, anda greater curſle ſhall followe:thatis, 
they which willnot ſweat in earth, ſhal ſweatin hell, | 
Adam had fooge aſwell asthou, and fo had Noah,and 
more then thou, vnlefſe thou hadſt all, for they had all and 
yet they might notbee idle, becauſe their handes were not 
given them for nothing ; Some worke with their pen, ſome 
with their tongues, ſome withtheir fingers.; as nature hath 
made nothing idle, ſo God would have no manidle, but 
thet he whichis a Maviſtrate,ſhould dothe worke of a Ma- 
giſtrate : he which is a iudge,thould dothe work of a iudge: 
he which is a captaine,ſhould do the worke ofa captaine,he 
which is a minifter, ſhould doe the worke of aminiſter; as 
when Noah was called an husbandman, hee did the worke 
of an husbandman, This contempr of the country , doeth 
threaten danger tothe land as much as any thing elſe in our 
daies, vnlefle their burden bee eaſed,and their eſtimation 
qualified inſome part totheir paines. Thinking that you 
haucnot heard of this theame 3758s , ſeeing the wordes of 
my Text did lie for it, thus much Ihaue ſpokento pur you in 
mind how eaſily youliue in reſpeR of them; andto certifie 
our minds towards our poore brethren, whichin deed ſeeme 
too baſe in our eies,8& are ſcorned for their labours,as much 
as weſhould befor our idlenefſe,, 
| Then (faith Moſes) Noah began to be a husbandmar: . In 
thatit is hereſaid that Noah began, it doth not diſproove 
thathee gaiie not himſelfe ro husbandrie before , bur it im- 
potteth;tharNoah begantoſervp husbandrie againe after 
&- $1071: 5 the 
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the loud beforeany other; ſothus good'man recomforted 
with the experience of Gods fauour (vvhich had exempted 
him and his ſcede out of all the vyorld) and reioicing to ſee 
the face ofthe earth againe after rhe wate:s yyere gone, 
though an olde man,and yycake then he vyas,yer hee retur- 
neth co his labour afreſh, and ſcomed notto cill and plant 
for all his poficſſ1ons , as though hee were an husbandmang 
ſuch a lowlines is alwates ioined with the feare of God, thar 
chey y are humbled with religion, do not thinke themſelues 
r00 good to do any good thing:Here norte by the way,thac 
noneotNoahs ſonnes are ſaidito beginthis worke, but No- 
ah him{clfe, the olde man ,thehoary head and carefull Fa- 
ther begins to teachthe reſt,and ſhewes his ſonnes the yvay 
how they ſhould prouidefor their ſonnes ; and howe al the 
vvorld after ſhould lue by labourand traucll till chey return 
to duſt ; ſo the old man vvhome age diſpenceth vvithallco 
take hiscaſe, is more vvilling toprouidefor the vyantes of 
his children, then they are vyhich are bound tolabour for 
themſclues andtheirparents too, as the Storke doeth feede 
the dam vyhen ſheis olde, becauſc the dam fed her vvhen 
ſhe yvas young. What a ſhame is this ro Shem andIapheth, 
thatis,to vs vvhich are young and ſtrong, that the father 
ſhould be called alaborer vvhen the ſonnes ſtand by?Now, 
the ground vyas batren becauſe of the floud, and could nor 
bring foorth fruite ofic ſelfe, becauſe of the curſſe: therefore 
it pied Noah to ſee the defolation and barrennes, & ſlime 
ypon the face ofthe carth,yvhichhec had ſcene ſo glorious 
and ſweet, and fertil, vvith all maner of herbs and fruits, and 
flowers before. Therefore he ſetteth himſelfe ro manure it, 
vvhich vvaited for nothing now, but a painefull labourerto 
till anddreffe it,thatic might bring forth delightes & profits 
for ſinful man,as it did before. By this vve may learneto vſe 
all means forthe obtaining of Gods bleſſings, & not toloſe 
anything yvhich vve mighthaue or ſauefor want of paines, 
for thatis fin;As Salomon noteth in the 24.ofPro, vvhen he 
reproucthy {louchful huzbbandmi "i his — 
2, 0! 
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foorthNettles and Thiflles in ſteade of grapes, not becauſe 


the grounde wouldenot beare Grapes, bur becauſe the 
Nouchfull man woulde not ſet them , Shall God command 
the carth and all his creatures to increaſe for vs,and ſhallnot 
we further their increaſe for ourſelues? as weeincreaſeand 
multiply our ſclues, ſo wee are bound to ioynchande and 
helpe, thatall creatures may increaſe and multiply too, or 
elſe the Fathers ſhould cate the childrens portion , and in 
time there ſhould be nottung left for them that come after: 
this regard Noah ſcemerh tohaue 'vnto his poſteritie , and 
therefore hee gaue himſelfeynto husbandrie,whichis com- 
mendedinhimvirtothis day;and ſhallbe recorded of him 
ſolong asthis bookeisread : whereby wee are warned,that 
he which liuethonly to himſelfe, is nottobe remembred of 
them whichliue aftcr ;Butas Dauid cared how the realme 
ſhould be gouerned.afterhis death, aſwell as he did during 
bislife: ſo thoughtwe:die and departrhisworlde, yer wee 
ſhould leaue thatexample;or thoſe bokes,or thoſe workes, 


behindevs, which mayprofit the Church and Common- 


wealth when vyeare dead and buried , as much as wee-did 
vyhen yveliued among them.Euen as Noah planteda vine- 
yard,notfor himſclfe, bur for the ages to come after, 
Some dothinke that Noah planted the firſt vineyarde, 
and drunke the firſt vvine, and that there was no vſe of 
grapes before; vyhich opinion they are led ynto,thar they 
mightexcuſe Noah and mittigate his faulte z ifhee did ſup 
roodeepe oftharcup, the ſtrength and operation yyhereof 
vvasnot knowne ynto him nor ynto any man before . But 
itis not like, thatthe excellent liquor and yyholſome tuice 
ofthe grape didlic hid from the yvorldeſo many hundreth 
yeers , andno doubt but there yvere vines from the begin- 
ning,created with other trees: for how could Noabplant a 
vineyard, vnlefſe he had ſlippes of other vines or grapesthar 
grew before, ſecing he did not create fruites but plant fruits 
2s vye doe? forthis is principally to bee noted, that ſo ſoone 
as he hadoportunitictodoc:god, he omitted notime, bur 
| preſently 
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preſently after the loud was gone,and that the earth began 
todrie,heplied it withſeedes, and wrought ittill he ſaw the 
fruites ofhis labour, By this we learne, to omit no occaſion 
to doe good, but when ſoeuer wee may doe good, to count 
itfinne if we doe it not. Ke 

But if we be ſo exerciſed, thenall our workes ſhall proſ= 
perlike the vineyard of Noah, becauſe the fruite of the vine 
dooth cheare the countenarice and plad the heart of man. 
Therefore ſome haue gathered vpon the planting of this 
vineyard,afignification ofgladnes and thankefulnes in No- 
ab for this late deliuerance, as the Fewes by their ſolemne 
fealtes did celebrate the memonill of ſome great benefit; 


| burTratheriudge, that God would haue ys ſee in this exam - 


ple,whatmen did in thoſe dayes, and how we are degene- 
rate from our parents, that we may prepare againſt the fire, 
as Noah prepared againſt the water. FE 
'This is worthie to bee noted to, that God did not ſo re- 
gard his husbandrie, but that he had an eye to his drunken- 
nes, and ſpeakesof his fault afwel ashis vertue; whereby we 
are warned, thatthough God bleſſe ys. now while wee re- 
memberhim; yet hee will chaſten-vs; ſo ſoone as wee forger 
him : though webein q good name now, infamie willriſe 
inan houre : though we be richat this preſent, pouertie may 
come ſodainely : though we bee well while wee are heere, 
yet we may fall ficke before night, euen as Noah is prayſed 
in one verſe, and diſprayſed in an other : cuey now God 
commends him for his lowlines,; and now.diſcommends 
him for his drunkennes: as though hee had forgot all his 
riohteouſnes ſo ſoone as hee ſinned, and would call in his 
praiſe againe. FL | 
This was-to ſhewe; that Noah was not ſaued from the 
floud, becauſe he deſerued to bee ſaued, but becauſe God 
had a fauour vnto him: forhe which was not drowned with 
water, was drowned after with wine, As the Phariſes when 
they had done well were proud of it,andloli theirxeward-fo 
me, = G,-36 when

When Noah had done a good worke, he ſpotted it with fin, 


and was diſpraiſed where hee was praiſed ,asthough God 
repented him that he commended him . He planted well, 
buthe drunke not wel : thereforethat which was good did 
him hurt; then ſeeing hee was trapped vvith a good worke, 
vyhatſocuer we doe, wee may remember howe eafie it is 
co fxnne, ifwee mille in the matter, or inthe maner, or 
time, or the place, orthe meaſure, as Noah did . Hee 
which planteth the vineyarde, is worthy to. taſte of the 
grape,but ifthou baue found hony(faith Salomon) eare not 
too much leaſt thou ſurtert; Soif thou haſt found wine, drink 
not to much leaft thou ſurfer, A little wine is betterthen a 
greatdeale, and ifthou wiltfollowe the Apoſtles counſell, 
thoumuſt drinke it bur for thy fiomackes ſake, leaſt that 
happen to thee , vvhich thou thalt heare ofthis noble Patri- 
arch. Though hee vyasneuer ſo righteous before God and 
men, though he eſcaped the deſtruction, whichlighted yp- 
onall the world,though he had al the foules ofthe ayre and 
beaPs ofthe lande at his command, though hee paſſed the 
pilgrimage ofmannine hundreth yeeres, yet. Noah was but 


a man: ſo auncient, ſorighteous,-1o _ ſo happie;: 
rinki 


ng the wine 


Noah (hewed himſelfe but a man, for 


which himſelf had planted;he was drunken. This is Noahs. 


fault, he was drunken with his owne vvine, as Lot was de- 


filedyvicth hisowne daughters. If Cham hisſonne had ta-: 


kentoo much,and ftripr himſelfeas his father did, the holie 
ghoſt would ſcarce haue ſpokenof it, becauſe he was a man 
ofnonote; but when the father forgate himlſelfe and gaue 
this offence , marke the maner ofthe holie Ghoſt,as though 
he would ſhew youa vvonder : hee diſplaieth Noahs drun- 
kenneſſe, as Cham diſplayed hisnakednefle : asifhe would 
ſay, come and fee the (trength of man , Hee which vyas 
counted ſo righteous, thee which belecued thethreatning 
like Lot vvhenthe reſt mocked, he to whom all the fovles 
of the ayre, andthe beaſtes of the carth locked in couples 


as they cameto Adam; hee vyhich was reſerued to de- 
clare 


woke; "= 
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clare the indgementes of God, and to beginne the worlde 
againe : Noah the example of fobrictie , the example of 
moderation is ouercome with drinke, as if hee had neues 
beene the man, How eahe, how quicklie the juſt, the wiſe, 
the prudent , hath loſt his ſence, his memorie, his reaſon as 
though he had neuer beenethe man, 

And how hard isit to auoid finne, yyhen occafion isar 
hand, and pleaſant opportunitie tempreth to finne? itisea- 
fier forthe bird to goe bythe net then to breake thener; fo 
itis eaſier fora manto auoide temptations then to ouer= 

- come temptations : therefore God forbad Balaam, nos 
onelie to curſe the people as Balacke woulde haue him, bur 
hee forbad him to goe with Balackes ſeruauntcs, knowing 
that if hee: went vvith them and ſawe the pompe of the 
Coutte , and hearde the king himſelfe ſpeake vnto him, 
and felethe tickling reward, it woulde ſtraine his conſci- 
ence, and make him doubt yyherher hee ſhoulde curſe or 
bleſke, 

Peter but yvarming himſelfe at Cayphas fire, vyas ouer.. 
come by a filly Damſel to do that vvhich he neuer thought, 
euentoforſwearc his Lord God: therefore Daniell yyoulde 
not eate of the kinges meate,lea(t hee ſhould bee tempted 
tothe kinges will hewing vsthatthere is no yvay toeſcape 

i finne , but to auoide occaſion , Therefore Dauid prayeth, 
| T wrne away mine ies from _ : asthough his eics would 
drawe his heart as the baite tilleth on'the havke , Noah 
thoughttodrinke,he thoughtnotto be drunke 2 but as hee 
yvhich commethtothe fieldto ſounde the trumpet is ſlaine 
as ſoone as he vyhich commeth to fight : ſothe ſame yyine 
diſtempereth Noah vvhich hath diſtempered ſo manie 
fince . Where hee thought totake his rewarde , and taſte 
the fruite ofbis oyyne handes, God ſet an euerlaſting blot 
,ypon him, vyhich ſtickes faſt cillchis daie, like a barre in his 
 armes,ſo long as thename of Noahis ſpoken of, that yyee 
cannotreade ofhisyertue but yyee muſtreade of hisfinne 
yyhercby cucry manis vyarned to receiuethe gifts of Go

reuerentlic, toyſe them ſoberly, and co ſanGtific himſelfe, 
before he reach foorth his hand ynto them, that they may 
comfort and profit ys, with that ſecret bleſſing which God 
hath hid inthem, or elſe euery thing,the beſt giftes of God 
may hurtys- as the pleaſant wine (tained and confounded 
the great Patriarch,when he delighted roo much in it, which 
hee might haue drunke as Chriſt did at his laſt Supper,and 
this diſgrace had neuer bene written in his ſtory, but God 
would haue a fearfull example like the pillar offalr, to ftand 
before thoſe beaſtes, whoſe onely ſtrife is to make trial, 
who can quafte decpelt, and ſhewe all their valiantneſle 
in wine. 

| Becauſe thereis ſuch warning before vs, now wee haue 
the drunkard in ſchooling, I will ſpend the timethart is lefr, 
toſhew you the deformitie of this ſine. If any heare mee 
which haue bene ouertaken with it, let them not marue!l 
why he cannot loue his enemies, which loueth ſuch an ene- 
mie asthis, whichleadeth till he reeleth , dulles him till he 
be a foole, and ftealeth away his ſence, his witre, hisme- 


morie, his health, his credit, his friendes: and when ſhee 


hath ſtripped him as bare as Noah, then ſhee expoſeth him 
like Noah to Chan, and all that ſee him doe mocke him: 
itisa wonder almoſt, that any man ſhould bee drunke that 
hath ſeene a drunkard befure, ſwelling and puffing, and fo- 
ming, andſpuing,and groueling like a beaſt;for who would 
be like a beaſt forall the world ? Looke vp onthe drunkard 
when his cies ſtare, his mouth driuels, his rongue faulters, his 
faceflames, his handes tremble, his feete-reele : how vely, 
how monſtrous, how loathſome dooth hee ſeeme to thee? 
ſo loathſome dooſt thou ſceme to others when thou art in 
thelike raking, 

And how loathſome then doeſt thou ſeeme to: God ? 
Therefore the firſtlavve yvhich Adamreceiuved of God yvas 
abſtinence, vyhich if he hadkept, hee had kept all yertues 
beſide, butintemperancie loſt all. In abſtinence the lavye 
came to Loſes and he faſted yyhen he recciuedit, to ſheyy 

i i Wn that 
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that they which receiue the word of God, receiueit ſober- 
lie. A temperate man ſcldome finneth, becauſe the fleſh 
which dooth tempr is mortified, leaſt it ſhould tempt; but 
when the handmaid is aboue tlie miſtris, and a man hath 
loſt the image of God, and ſcarſe retaineth the image of 
man; all his thoughte> and ſpeeches and aCtions'mult needs 
be ſinne, and ren, but ſinne, becauſethe band of vertue 
ſobrietic is bello which kept all together. when didſt thou 
wante diſcretion ro conſider? when didſt thou want pati- 
enceto forgiue 2 when didft thou want continencie to rc- 
fraine ? when didſt thou want hartto pray, but when ſobri- 
ctic was fledde away, and intemperancie filled herroome? 
ifſhamelec to ſinne,it caſteth out finne - iffeare let ro finne, 
it caltechour feare : if loue let to ſinne, it expulſethloue: it 
knowledge letto ſinne, it expulſeth knowledge, like a co- 

uetous Landlord, which would haue all to himſelfe and 

dwellalone, 

There is no finne, buthath ſome ſhewe of yertue, onely 
the finne ofdrunkenneſſeis like nothing bur line: there is 
no fin but although ithurtthe ſoule, ic beautifieththe body, 
or promiſeth profic, or pleaſure, or gloric, or fomething to 
his ſeruantes; onely drunkennefle is ſo impudent, that it 
deſcrieth ir ſelfe; ſo ynthankefull that it makethno recom- 


| pence: ſonoyſome that it conſumeththe bodie, which ma- 


nie fines ſpare, leaſt they ſhould appeare to be ſinnes, E- 
uery fſinne defileth a man, bur drunkennefle maketh him 
like abeaſt : cuery ſinne defaceth a man, but drunkennes 
taketh away the image ofa man: eueryſinnerobbetha man 
of ſome vertue, but drunkennefle ſtealeth away all vertues 
at once; cuery finne deſeructh puniſhment, but drunken- 
nes vpbraidesa man, while the wincis inthe ftomacke, and 
though he would diflemble his drunkenneſle, yerhec is not 
able to ſet a countenance of it, but the childe deſcrieth him, 
the foole knowes that he is drunke, becauſchis face bewray- 
eth him, like the «370 which braſt out of the forchead;

ſelfe, thathe ſhouldloue his life and ſhorten his life ? chat he 
ſhould loue his health,and deſtroy his health?that he ſhould 
loue his ſtrength, and-weaken hisſtrength?enat hee ſhould 
loue his wealth, ind conſume his wealth 2 that hee ſhould. 
loue his credit,and cracke hiscredit? that hee ſhouldeloue 
his vnderſtanding,and ouerturne his ynderſtanding? that he 
ſhould louc his beautie,and deforme his beautic 2 The Po- 
etsneede faining no more, that men are transformed into 
beaſts, for ifthey were liuing now, they ſhould ſee men like 
beaſtes: ſome like Lyons,ſome like wolues, ſome like foxes, 
ſome like beares, ſome like ſwine: who is the beaſt when 
the beaſtes fatisfie nature and man fatisfie appctite 2 when 
the beaſteskeepe meaſure and man exceeds meaſure? when 
the beaſtes 2re found labourmng, and man founde ſurfeting?

As Eſas \old his land and liuing for a mcfle of pottage, fo 
the drunkard ſelleth his fence, an«: witte, and memorie. and 
credit for a cup of wine. Thou hati not murthered thy bro- 
therlike Caine, but thou haſt murthered thy ſclte like /xdas: 
as the Rechabites abſtaining from wine, as /onadab bad the, 
obtained theblefſing which God had appointed to the 11- 
raclites; ſolet ys take heede,leaſt they which we account I- 
dolaters, whileſt they faſt and watch, obtaine the bleſſing 
which God hath appointed for vs ( get away the bleſſing) 
while we fit downe to cate,and riſe toplaye. Therefore, as 
Chriſt ſaid, remember Loxs wife, to I lay, remember Lot: 
one houre of drunkennefle did him more hurt then all his e- 
nemies in Sodom; remember Noah,one houre of drunken- 
nes diſcouered that which was hid fixe hundred yeeres. Ten 
times more might be ſaid againſt this vice; but 1 fans ſaid e- 

to make you abhor it, I haue ſaid as much as I would. 
Some goe about to acuſe Noah becauſe he was ar; olde 
man,andthereſore might ſoone be taken cupſhot: ſome be- 
cauſe the wines were hotter in thoſe countries , then they 
are with vs; ſome-becauſe of his change of drinkes, which 
had not woonted himſelfe to wine before : ſome becauſe as 
moſt mendelight inthat which by great labour they haue 
brought to paſſe ofthemſclues. 

Sono maruell though Noah had a longing to his owne 
orapes;following heerein the example of a curious Cooke, 
which dooth ſup and ſup his bi oth,to taft whetherit be wel 
ſeaſoned, thathe may mendic ifhe can, or mcnde the next: 
bur as-the flye by ofteri dallying with the candle, ar laſt 
ſcorcheth her wings with the flame, ſotaking hee was ta- 
ken, and atlaſt wasdrunke : yet thisis imputed to him for 
his fault;thathe was drunke, as the puniſhment which fol- 
lowes dooth witneſſe, Such is the prouidence of my d, 

H.2, that 
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that his mercic might be glorified in all, he hath concluded 
_ all ynder finne, and fuffered the beſt to fall, that no man 
mighttruſtin his owne firength, and that wee ſeeing their 
repentance, may leame to riſe againe how prieuous ſocuer 
ourſfinnes be. If we haue bene idolaters, if adulterers, if per- 
fecutors, if murmurers,ifmurtherers,if blaſphemers, if drun- 
kardes: Aaron,and Aſes,and Lot,and Abraham, and Da- 
wid, & Salomon,and Peter, and Paxl,and Noah, hauc bene 
thelike;who raigne nowinthe kingdome of Chrift with his 
angels, and ſo may we, if we repent like them, Theſe ex- 
amples faith Paul, are not written for ourimitation, but for 
Our admonition. 


Thus you haue ſeene Noah ſober, and Noah drunken, 


Whereby we may ſeethat a man may bee drunke with his 
owne wine, he may ſurfet with his owne meates, hee may 
Juſt with his owne wife, he may offend with his owne giftes, 
his owne honor may make him proud, his owne riches may 
make him couetous, his owne ſtrength may make him yen- 
turous, his owne wit may make him contentious there- 
fore, as the childe pluckes out the ſting before hee cakes the 
hony., ſolct eucry man,before he reccauesthe giftes of God, 
a downe, and looke what baites, what ſnares, what 
temprations ſathan hath hidinthem, and when 
hehathrakenout the ſting, then cate the 
hony, and hee ſhall vie the bleſ=

Chriſt healed a man,blindin his bodily {ight,namely Bar- 
timeuzs whereby he ſheweih himſel'e to be the Phiſition of 
che bodie : Here wee ſhall ſee how hee cured one blinde in 
mind, namely Zaccheus, whereby hee ſheweth himſelfe to 
be the Phiſition ofthe ſouls, and therefore the Sauiour ofthe Ephe 5-23 
whole man. : 

In ſpeaking of Zaccheus and his.conuerfion, we will ob- 
ſerue foure circumſtances. Firſt,the place where he was cal- 
led, which was Iencho,Secondly,theperſon that wascalled' 
Zaccheus the Publican.Thirdly,by, whom and how he was 
called,by the voice of Chriſt. Andlaſtly,the cffeRt and fruit 
ofhis calling, his gaod confeſſion. I , 
:  Thefirſt circumſtance. __ 

. Fuftthercforeforthe place where hee was conuerred, it 
appearethto bee-Iericho, a Cittie not farre diſtant from 
Jeruſalem. It was ſometime anortable Cittie, till it was 
ſubuerted and ruinated by the Lordes Champion Ioſua, 
It was builded againe inthe daycs of Ahab , by Hiellthe  , rg 
Bethelite; and remaincth at this daie withthe reſt of that 1Rey 16,34

hokeHand;valterthe Turkiſh Etapire . Vito this Iericho, 


the Lorde of heauen and carth youchſafeth ro come in the 


 lkeneſſeofaſeruant. And as loſua compaſicd /ervcho ſeuen 


times,minding to deſtroy it, ſo Chritt the true Ioſua,reforted 
oftentimes to /eric0, minding to ſaue it, Bur asin the de- 
{truction of /ericho , Tofua fpared none but Rahab the har- 
lot: fo lefusin his journey to Iericho, conuerted none bur 
Zaccheus the Publican, When Toſua had conquered & ra- 
ſed /ericho, he ſowed ſaltinit tomakeit barren, and curſed 
him that ſhould atrempr to builde it vp: yet in this barren 


ſoyle Chriſt hath his ſpiritual harueſt, andin this curſed Ci- | 


tic he hatha holy Temple,a bleſfed building. Samaria that 
wicked Citric affourderh many that belceue in Chriſt, Ioh, 

4-39-AndoutofGalile,from whence they thought no gd 

thing might come . John 1 .verſ{.46.Chriſt called diuers of 
his Apoſtles, and cucnin Ierichothis curſed Cittie, Chriſt 
hath a rich mithatis robe ſaued.In cuery place Chriſt hath 

his choſen. There isncither Iew nor Gentile, Barbarian nor 
Scythian, bond nor free, but Chriſt is all in all,co allthar call 

ypon him,Rom.10.12. 


The ſecond circumſtance. 


Nowefolloweth the deſcription of Zaccheus, which is 
moſt plainly & fully ſer forehvnto vs. The holy Ghoſt ſpca- 
king of Zacchexs and his cotmerſion, comes in with an Ec- 
ce, Behold, as if it were a wonder that Zacchewns ſhould bee 
conuerted. Zacchens was a Gentile , a Publican, and a rich 
man,and therefore behold a miracle, as if in the conuerſion 
of Zacchenstheſe three ſhould be conuerted at once. 

Zaccheus wasa Gentile, a meruaile toſeea Gentile be 
come a Iewe; thatis, tobelceuc in Chriſt, He was, a princi- 
pall Publican. A ftratgething toſcea chiefe Cuſtomer to 
pie ouer his office ; and hee wasrich alſo :; arare matterto

fore beholde'a miracle , as if at this daye, the Turke, the 


Pope, 


oP funners conutr ſion, | If 
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The ſinners conner ſion, 


Pope , andthe King of Spaine , were at once periwaded to 
for{aketheir idolatry and fuperftition. Chrift going to Teru- 
ſalem, conuerteth a Gentile, to fignifie the calling of the 
Gentiles : heconuertetha Publican,to ſhew that notoriaus 
ſinners may nope'to be ſaucd, ifthey repentand amend, as 
Zacchers did: Hee conuerteth arich man, toſhewethar all 
rich men arenotexcluded from the kingdome of heauen, 

Hee wascalled Zacchexs before his conuerſion, buthee 
was neuer trucly called Zac: hezes til Chriſt called him ſo. 
His name ſignitying, fimple , pure , honeſt; but his life was | 
 ſubtile, impure, and moſt deteſtable, Thus many are called 
by honeft names, whoſedeedes hewray their difhoneſtna- 
cures , and 'vices' oftentimes are ſhrowdedin the habites of 
vertue,like Eſops Aſſe,masking in the Lions skinne, till his 
long eares detedt hisfollie;or like the Crowe that is decked 
in others plumes;till euety bird do plucke his feather, 

Zacchens by his profeſſion was a Publican, and therefore 
much derefted: ofthe Tewes :for Publicans were the Ro- 
maine Officers; appoynted to'gather and receiue publique 
cuſtomeor tribute ofthe Iewes, who were atthat time in 

ſubieRtionynto the Romaines, And amongſt theſe Ofh- 

cers, Zacchers was the chiefe, and (asitſeemerh) Ouer-feer 
ofthe reſt that were in /ericho, and therefore in chiefe ha- 
tred among the Tewes;asone that chicfely fanoured the Ro- 
mans tyranny,and ſerued toabrideetheir comtrielibertic, 
which ought nor to beſubie&toany nation; 

' Befides,hecontemned the ceremonies ofthe /ewes, and 
regardednot theirReligion, nor led after their lawe , and 
therefore with the'reſt of the Heathen Publicanes , was ex- 
 communicateout of their Synagogue, Math. 18, 

Thus was hee hated for his profeſſion, becauſe hee was a 
Publican, and forhisreligion , becauſe hee was a Heathen, 
Yet was he beloued forhis wealth, for rich men haue man 
friends. Prou. 1 4.20,And though they doneuer fo led, 
ly,yethaue they ſome totaketheirpatts. If they ſpeake ne- 
uer ſo proudely , yet are there ſome to praiſe their ſaying, 

Eh To Eccle, 
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Zacchens was a Publican, and rthzrefore rich - for Publi- 
cans mult needs berich,and Viurers wil bee wealthie. Bur 
rich Publicans make poore Princes, and. wealthy Viurers | 
make many beggers. Incuery Prouince there were manie | 
Publicans,and therefore much poore people incuety place: 
for where there be many Caterpillers,the fruitis foone con- 
ſumed, and wherethere bee many extottioners , beggers = 
muſt needsabound. 

Deur1s By the Lawe of GOD, there might be no beggersin If- 
racll, dut whenſo many Publicans were ſuffered toreceiue 
tribute ofthe Iewescomratie toGods Lawe , no maruaile 
though ſo many fate and begged, contrarie ro Gods Law, 
Luke 1 8. lohn 9, Acts 3. Bythe Lawe of God, There ought 
to be no beggers among Chnliizs,Pial.3

Luke 12.21; Can,but he wasrich toward Godallo, forhe had a deſire to 
ſee Chriſt, Almighty Godgzbeis rich in mercy, Eph-2, hath | 
ſoinſpired his heart withthe deſire ofheaucnly riches, thar | 
whereas before his whole delight was in ſecking of worldly 
wealth, nowe his greateſt care isto ſecke forheauenly trea- 
ſure. Hee now forgetterh what his profeſſion is, and begins 
to be of a newwe profeſſion : and hee whoſe heart was whol- 
lie ſer vponearthlie profit, isnowe like olde Simeon, moſt 
deſirous to ſee his Satiour .. The Tetrarch Herod defired to | 
ſee Chriſt, and deſpiſed him vyhen hee fſawe him.

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Chriſt. The common peopleintime of Chriſt, were ſo defi- 
| rous to follow Chriſt,that neicher lameneſſe,norblindneſle, 
,norficknes,could ſtay them from comming to him ; butthe 
common people in, pur time, are more readie to followe 
their ſport and paſtime, then to come tothe Church toheare 
of Chriſt. And as for onrrich men, who ſceth not that they 
will make great haſte to ſee a:commoditie, but will ſcarce 
come out of doores to heare a Sermon? 
They cometo Church, as Nichodemus came to Chriſt (pn ;., 
by night, as if they were aſhamed tocometo Church; but 
they runne after profit to get riches, as Geheziran after Na- z King 5 
amanthe Syrian to ceta bribe, 
Thus hath Zacheustwo lets: that he could not ſee Chriſt, 
the one in the people, the other in himſelfe: and wee haue 
manie lettes to withdrawe ys from Chriſt, ſome are exter- 
nall, and without vs, as the inticements of the worlde, and 
ſome arc internall and within vs, as the luſtes ofour owne 
fleſh, The preaſe of the people hindereth Zaccheus from 
ſeeing Chriſt in hishumilitie,and the multitude of our finnes Efay 59.2 
doe preſſe vs downe, that wee cannot ſee Chriſt in glorie. 
Zaccheus was a man of little ature, and that hindered him 
from ſecing Chriſtin earth,and we are men of little faith, & 
thatisthe cauſe we cannot behold Chriſtinheauen. 
Though Zaccheus was a manof little ftature, yet it ap- 
peareth thathe was not a manof little wit : For when hee 
could not come tothe ſight of Chriſt for the multitude, he 
had the wit to run before, and to clinte vp into a tree to ob- 
faine his purpoſe, And forthe moſtparrit falleth out, that. 
men oflow ftature, are men of high conceite, andthe ſhor- 
teſt bodies, haue the ſharpeſt wits, God fo prouiding, that 
the defeQts oftheir bodies might be __—_ withrthe gifces 
of their minde.Now Zaccheus,that before was loth to moue 
his foote from the cuſtome-houſe for loſing his profire, 
beginnes to runne after Chriſt for feare of a grexter loſle, 
like Eliſatharleft his plowing, and rann e after Elias to fol. 
FE low his ney yocation. But Zaccheus doothnotonely _— x Reg 19 
I. 3» ut 
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but alſo climbe vp into a treeto ſee Chili: A ſtrange thing 
that Zaccheusa rich man, and a cheefe cuſtomer , ſhoulde 
behaue himſelfe ſo childiſhly in the fight of fo great a mul- 
tizude; but the defire he had to ſee Chriſt, made him forget 
himſelfe : andrco committe ſuch thinges as were not fittin 
for his ate. and credite So they that will followe Chriſt, 
mult make account to doe many thinges contrarie tothe fa- 
ſhion of the worlde, and their owne liking If Chrift him- 
ſelfe were content to leaue the glorie which he had with his 
father to come downe to vs, ſhall not wee bee content 
to leauc the reputation which we haue with men to go vp 
to him? | 

Butalas, where is there any almoſt, that preferreth not 
the fruition of this earthly priſon,before the profeſſion of that 
heauenly manſion; and had rather hazarde the hope which 
they haucof eternall glory, then leeſe the preſent enioying 
of their fading pleaſure, 

The ambitious man hunteth after honor,and wil not lecſe 
an inch ofhis cſtimation, The couctous man ſeeks after pro- 
fite, and countes (like Iudas) all loſt that comes not to his 
bagges. And the yoluptuous man beſtowes his time in plea» 


ſure, andthinketh that his chiefe felicitie, Thus euery man 


makes his heauen of that wherein hee moſt delighteth, and 
1s content to take great paines to accompliſh his fonde de- 


fires, But here Zaccheus is of another minde,forbeing a pub- 


lique officer, he climbes into a tree, which ſtood not with his 
grauitie: andbcing arichman, he runsto ſee Chriſt, which 
was not for his worldly profite; yea he takes great paines to 
ſce Chriſt, not reſpeCting his caſc or pleaſure. 


Thus muſt we be affeted if we defire tocome to Chriſt, 


thatneither honours nor preferments, nor profite, nor plea« 
ſure,norkiagred, nor friendes, bee able to holde vs backe, 
Wee muſt bereadie not onely torunne, but alſo to climbe 
(ifneedexequite) as Zacheus did: thatis, totake ſome paine 

and-trauatle to haue a ſight of Chriſt, 
The Quecne ofthe South,vndertooke a great and tedious 
tourney

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| tourney to heare the wiſedome of Salomon , but weareſoth 


totake any paine to heare one that'is greater then Salomon. 

| | Thepeoplein Dauids time brought ſo much treaſure, and 
ſo many gifts tothe building of Gods Teple,thar the prieſts r,Chr 29.9 

werefaineto bid them ceale, but a great pait ofthe people 

in our t1me,are ſo ſparing oftheir painesand coſte,thatthey 

thinke that very time miſpent which isimployed inthe ſer- 

uiceof God: and that money ill beſtowed, whichis giuen 

to the maintenance of his miniſters, 

When Zaccheus could not fee Chriſt forthe multitude, 

heclmbes vp into atree, that groweth inthe way wherc he 

was to paſſe, that froma tree he might behold him, which 

wasto ſuffer on a tree for mans ſaluation. So when wee can- 

not draweneere to Chriſt - ———_ of or finnesthat preſſe 
 vsdown, we will climbe vp by a lively faith, which isthe tree 

ofhife,that groweth in the way to eternalllife , that ſo. with 

theeyesof our faith, we may beholde him that died for our 

finnes ypon a tree,

bare moſtpretious fruit, euen ſuch as Chriſt himſelfe youch- 


fafed to plucke, Ahappie tree that bare ſuch pretious fruite 
as Zaccheus was, butthriſe happie Zaccheus, thatſohap-

- This tree grew inthe-way that Chriſt was to paſſe, for - 
clſe Zaccheus might haue climbed to no purpoſe : Soif wee ; 
defire to finde Chift, we muſt ſceke him in the way where 
he hath promiſed toſhewe himſelfe vnto ys, that is,in his ho- 

ly Temple, where his word is duely preached, aud his ſa- 
cramentsreuerently adminiſtred, for wheretwoorthree are 14ach 18, 26

FF hen Chriſt came totheplace oc looked vp & ſaw Zachens. 


As Zaccheus ranne before to ſee Chuiſt, ſo Chiiſt fol- 
lowed 
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lowed after to ſee Zaccheus, Sathan for his part went «- 
bout like a rearing Lyon. ſeeking to denoxre him, but Chrilt for 
his part goeth about like a gvod ſhepheard os to 
ſaue him. And although Sathan a firong armed man, had 
taken ſome poſſeſſion 11 the heart of Zaccheus, yer Chriſt a 
ftronger then hee commeth vnarmed, and taketh from him 
his harnefle wherein he truſted, and reſcucth the ſpoile. 

Chriſt comes to the place where Zaccheus was, becauſe 
otherwiſe it had bene ynpoſſible for Zaccheus to come to 
his preſence ; for ynlefle the Lorde vouchſafeto come vnto 
vs, wee cannot attaineto the preſence of God. As noman 
might haue anyacceſle to King Afuerus, except hee ſtret- 
chedout his golden Scepter;ſonoman may cometo Chriſt, 
mee hee bee called by the golden Scepter ofhis ſacred 
worde.

Thus doth the Lord preuent vs 
with his mercie, whom hemight caſt offin his juſtice :and 
ifhe perceiue in ys a willing minde to come ynto him, hee is 
content to come firſt ynto vs. And like that goodFather, 
Luke 1 5.to behold vs while wee are yet a great way off, and 
to haue compaſſion on ys, it af ot; 

When Ilobs three friendes that came to viſite himin; his 
great calamitie,lift vp their cies a farre off, they knewe not 
Iob,becauſche was ſo ſore afflited. But Chriſt who is the 
mirror of true friendſhip,cannot ſoſoone forgethis friends, 


 howſocuerthey bediſguiſed. He knoweth his owne ſheepe 
whereſocucr he ſceth them, Ioh. 10. whether they be vnder- 


the fig-tree as Nathaniel was, or ypon the fig-tree as Zac- 
cheus was,he hath reſpe& yntothem. And ifthey haue a de- 
fre toſecke, they ſhall be ſureto find, Math. 7. Andifthey 
labour and are heauic laden, he wil refreſh them, Matth. 1 x. 


Chriſt is now come to the place where Zacheus is tobecal- 


led;and as Abraham, Gene. 22. liftyp his eyes and fawe in 
the buſhaRamme that was tobe ſacrificed, ſo Chriftlifting 
vp his eyes, faw.in the tree Zaccheus the ſinnerthat was to 

be 
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be conuerted. And now begins the conuerſion of Zaccheus, 
for now Chrilt begins to ſpeake vmto him, ' | 
Zaccheus d:fired onely to ſee Chrift, bur now Chriſt cal- 
leth him by name,and offereth his owne ſelfe ynto him. This 
was more than Zaccheus expected, and yetno more than 
Chriſt vouchſafeth, namclic, to giue more than 1s defired.

3.Before, Zacchens was tw low,and therefore was faine to 
climbe,butnow he is too high, and therefore he muſt come 
downe. And we(for the moſt part)are either too high, or 
too low, toohot,or too cold,too quicke, or too {louthfull in 
the Lords buſines.

But why muſt Zaccheus come downe ſo hattily? euen to 


enteraine Chriſt into his houſe, Foy 70 day ( ſaith Chriſt ) / 
ruſt abide with thee, This was ioyfull-newes to litttle [Zac- 
cheus, Notlong: before, hee wanted meanes to ſee Chriſt, 
but now hee hath opportunitie to entertaine him into his 
houſe. There was more humanitic in Chriſt then in Zac- 
cheus:for if Chriſt had not bidden himſelfe to dinner,he had 
Math 35-40 223 bene bidden for Zaccheus. So if Chrift doe not offer 
himſelfe vnto vs in his afflicted members, he may goe lon 
enough before we will offer him any entertainement. As of 
ten as the poorecraucth any reliefe at our hands, let vs ima- 
gine that Chriſt asketh ſomething of ys; bur as Zaccheus 


muſt 
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muſt entertaine him preſently without. delay, ſolet vs bee 
readic to helpe them preſently, becauſe they ſtand inneede 
of preſent helpe, And as hee mult receiue Chriſt into his 
houſe, ſo we muſt make account toreceive his needy mem- 


bers into our houſes, And as the vniuſt Rewarde procureth Luke is 


himſelfc friendes with his maſtcrs goods, ſoletvs make the. 
pooreto beourfriendes, by our beneficence andbountie to-. 
wardesthem, thatſoreceiuing them (when they haue need). 
into our earthly houſes, they may receiue vs when we ſtand 
in greatelt necde, into cucilaſting habitations. i 

They that were inuitedto. the marriage, Matth. 22. refu- 
ſed rocomeybut Chriſt is cotentto come to Zaccheus houſe 
before he was inuited, Whercin alſo hee ſheweth his great 
humilitie, in comming beforc he was requeſted, as they be- 
wrayecd their great arrogancie, in refuiing ro, come. being 
folemnely bidden. It wasa part of gicat Fumilitie, that he 
chat was molt free from ſinne, would youchſafe to come in- 
co a finners houſe : bur it was a figneof great humilitie, that 
he would bewray his great necefitic, and ſecke for ſuccour 
ta ſfinuers hand, 

Alas poore humble Sauiour, who though thou bee Lord 
of hetuen & carth,as thou antthe ſonne of God, yet as thou 
art the ſonne of man, haſt not whereon to lay thy head, 
Matth, 8. How iuftly did thy Prophet leremie wonder at 


thy humble poucrtic, ſaying, O thow hope of [ſrael, the Sa- lerem 14 


a'tonr thereof in the time of trouble, why art thou as a firanger 
in the land, or 4s o.ethat paſſeth by to tarrie for aniz ht? The 
ſonne of God renehfairh to come; and that vnrequeſted, 
to a ſinfull manshouſe a ſpeciall fauour: but he difdainerh 
notto make his neceſfitie knowne ynto him; O ſtrange hu- 
militic ! Here therefore appeareth the ſingular humannie & 
great humilicie of Chriſtto finfull men; he offereth himſelfe 
to be their guelt, ifhee finde them willing to entertaine him 
fortheir gueſt.. And Zaccheus no doubt was willing tocn- 
certainchim- foralchough. Chriſt heardnotthe voyce, yer

trec,butthat he came downe haſtilic, and recetued him 10i- 
fullie, 
This was the fruit which it had in the heart of Zaccheus, 
namely,obedienceto the yoice of Chniſt ;a fruite more pre- 
tious andacceptable vnto God,thanthe moſt pleaſant fruits 
which Eden yeelded,and a ſacrifice more ſweetand accep- 
eableynto him, than allthe ſacrifices which the law requi- 
red. This isthe ſacrifice wherewith the Lorde is pleaſed, e- 
uen when his yoice isobeyed, 1.Sam.15.2 >The voyce of 
the Lord is a glorious voyce, and mighty in operation,diui- 
ding the nl. of ES ſhaking he C—_ . Sothe FOREg 
voyce of Chriſt isa glorious voyce, his voyceismightie in 1zch 4.12 
operation, diuiding the ſoule and the ſpirit, and ſhaking 
Zaccheus fromthe wilde figge-tree, whereinto hee had cli- 
med.

Leuit.26,24.25.andina worde , this isthe cauſe ofail the 
milchiefes and calamities that are threatned , euen becauſe 
yyc are obſtinate andrevellious againſt the Lorde, wee are 
yndutifull and diſobedient to the voyce of Chrilt , that cal- 
leth ysſo louingly to come vnto him,Mat., 11.28, 
Zacchens wwas called but once, and he commeth quickly, 
but we are called oftentimes,and almoſt euery day,andthat 
the yoice of Chriſt hunſelfe:for, he that heareth you (ſaith 
Chriſt, Luke 1 0.16.)bcareth me;and yet weecannot find 
the wayto Chriſt.

to come to Chriſt. Zaccheus comes quickly when Chriſt 
calleth him, let vs therefore learne ot Zaccheus to come 
quickly when Chriſt calleth vs. We muft bee quicke intac 
Lords bufines, for God cannotabide loyterers ſtanding all 
the day idle,Matth. 20. and as he louerha cheerefull giver, 
2.Cor.9,7.ſo he liketh a cheerefull follower, 

It followeth therefore that Zaccheus received him cheer- 
fully. Still Zaccheus isa receiuer : before hee was a receiuer 
of cultome,now he isa receiuer of Chrift , Zaccheus recei- 
wed Chriſtewo wayes : firſt, into his heart when hee deſired 
to ſee him t and then into his houſe when hec gaue him ho{- 
pitalitie . Many recciued Chriſt to houſe, but not into their 
hearts,and therforc receiued him grudgingly:but Zaccheus 
recciued Chrift firlt into his heart, and then into his houſe, 
and therefore recciued him ioyfully, Of Zaccheus his ioy- 
fulnefſe, wemuſt learneto be toyfull when we do any thing | 
for the cauſe of Chriſt : we mult bee glad to harbour Chriſt 
in his members , as Zaccheus was ioyfull to harbour Chriſt 
himſclfe. As before in comming downe fromthe tree, Zac- 
cheus ſhewed his obedience: ſo hereinrecciuing Chriſt in- 
to his houſe, he ſheweth the loue that hee bare vynto him. /f 
Zaccheus had not loued Chriſt, he mighthaue ſenthim to 
ſome common Inne : But Zaccheus is content torecciue 

| Genas Chriſtintohisowne houſe, yea, he reioiceth co haue gotten 
ſo good a gueſt, like Abraham that vſed to fitat the doore of 

his tent, & reioiced toentertaine ſtrangers that went by the 

'Þ way:and therefore though Zaccheus were a Gentile borne,

yet herein hee ſheweth himſelfe the child of Abraham, be- 
cauſe he doth the worksof Abraham, Tohn 8.yerſ.39.So did 
Abraham, and ſomuſt we doe, if we will ſhew our ſeluesto 
be the children of Abraham, | 

When Abraham thought only tohaue entertained men, 
hee reciuedthe Angelsinthe ſhape and likenes ofmen:and 
when Zaccheusthought to entertaine the ſonne of man, he 
receiueth the ſonne of God himſelfe . Let vs therefore (as 
the Apoſtle willeth vs, Heb, 1 3.2.)be mindfullcoenterraine 


ſtrangers, 
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{trangers, for as much as thereby ſornc haue receiued An- 
oels into their houſes ynawares : and why ſhould not wee 
hope to cntertaine the like or better ghelics,if we bee giuen 
to hoſpiralitie, asthoſe godly Fathers were ? For asthe An 
oelscame to themin the likenes of men : ſo Chriſt himſelfe 


comes tovysinthelikenes ofa poore man,of alame man, & 


ofa blind man : and when he commeth, he commeth hun- 

rie,or thirſtie,or naked,or harbocleſle, or {icke, orimpriſo- 
ned,and happieare they that teede, orcloath, orbarbour, 
or viſtehim, when he commeth thus afflicted. When Abra- 
ham entertained the Angels, he was notonly bulic himſelf, 
but his wife and all his houſholde were careful to make pro- 
uifion for them:ſo when Zaccheus receiued Chriſt into his 
houſe his whole family (no doubt) were no lefle willing & 
carcfulltoentertaine Chritt,cthen their maſter ii as;& there - 
fore notonly ro Zaccheus, but euen to his whole houſe {al- 
uation is promiſed , becauſe the wholefamilic reioyced ar 
Chriſt his comming, Let rich meti learne of Zaccheus , to 
entertaine Chrift in hisneedie members, and letrich mens 
ſeruauntslearnc of Zaccheus familie , to ſhewe themſelues 
mercifull like their mercifull maſters , thatthey may receiue 
the rewardeof mercy and hoſpitalitic at the laſt day , Come

ly,as Zaccheus gladly receiued Chriift; ſoletetery one that 
is able, bee glad to diſtribute tothe necefiitie-of the poore 
Saints;if we haue much,letvs giue plentifully; if wee haue 
little, lervs giue gladly of that little; if wee beenot able to 
giuc a peny,yethappily we may afford amorſell of bread: 
bur if notthac, yerthere is none ſoneedie, thar cannot giue 
acup of colde water , and cuen foſmalla gift ſhall notloſe 


his iuſt reward, Matth. 10.4 1.Zaccheus recemed Chriſt 11- 


to his heart, burmany amongſt ys are readie todriue Chriſt 
out,and toreceiue Sathan in Read ofhim 2 Zaccheus recei- 
ued Chriſt into his houſe , but there are many rich men a- 
mongltvs,that like Diues,Luke 1 6,willnot affoorde pore 
Lazarusthe crummes that fall from their table ; but asthe

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heard Peters yoice:ſo by contrary,chelſe men for yery priefe 
ſhur their gates when they perceiue abegger there Finally, 
Zaccheus was ioifull when hee entertained Chriſt, bit ma- 
ny amongſt vsare forrowfull when they ſhould relieue the 
poore; like churliſh Nabal, 1.Sam. 25. that reuiled Dauid, 
when he ſhould haue rclieued him, - 

Solong as Iob prolpered, hee kept a worthie and a wor- 
ſhipfull nouſe, hee ſuffered not the [iraunger tolye inthe 
ſtreetes, but opened his doore to the Traucilerthat went by 
the way,lob.z 1.32.butnow many gentlemen.of the coun- 
trey are contentto ſuffer the ſtranger,the fatherleſle and the: 


' widdow,notonely to lye, but euen to ſtarue and dic inthe 


Rreceres with hunger and colde, and neucr receiuethem to 
houſe or harbour , nor affoord them any rcliete or ſuccour. 
Bur as the voyce of Abels blouddid crie from the earth to 
God,for vengeance againſt his brothers cruclty;ſothe voice 
of the poore and their pittious cries,ſhal enterinto the eares 
of the Lord,and their guiltlesbloud(which is powred forth 


in cuerie place without all compaſſion) (hall pull downe 


haſty and ſuddaine vengeance from heauenypon the heads 
of theſe vamercifull cormorants , ynlefle while this time of 
mercie lafteth,they ſhewe mercy co their diſtreſſed neigh- 
bours. h 

Thus you hane heard howe Zaccheus behaued himſelfe 
inentertaining of Chriſt... nowe you ſhall ſce the behauiour 
of the Phariſies in diſdaining at Chriſt,zY/hen all they «wit, 


they murmured, ſzying, that hee was gone im to lodge with 4 


ſinfull man , Before, they hated Zaccheus for his vices, be- 
cauſc he was couetous: now they enuy him for his vertues, 
becauſe he was giuen to hoſpitality, For the wicked wil al- 


| Wayes hane ſome thine to finde fault with inthe children of 


God,like the ſonnes of Tacob,Gen.z 7.that hated their bro- 
ther Iofeph, becauſe of his dreames : andlike Saul that vn- 
happie king , that enuied Dauid for his happie viRtorics, 
I,Sam 18,29, Thus the wicked when they cannot charge 
the godly withany grieuous crime,they begin to grudge at 
their wel doing : and therefore not onely Zaccheus is hated 


for

for receiving of Chriſt, bur Chriſt is hated alſo for being his 
gueſt, When they could not accuſe Chriſt for finne, they 
accuſe him for companying with ſinners; for they mult 
ſill bee accuſing ſome or other, for one thing or other, like 
cheir father the diuell, that both by name, Revel. 1 2.10, and 
by nature,Tob.x 6.7.isa continuall accuſer of the brethren, 
Ithad beene the duetie of the Pharifies to hauec receined 
Chriſt, and made much ofhim as Zaccheus did ; but they 
are ſo farre off from entertaining him themſclucs , thar ir 
gricueth them to ſee Zaccheus giue him entertainmer. And 

{urely, ſuch is the peruerſe nature ofthe wicked, that they 

will neither recciue the grace of GOD when it is offered 

them, nor willingly ſuffer any otherto imbracethe ſame 

ke the wicked lewes, AQts 1 3.50 that would neither be- 

lecue the doctrine which Paul preached , nor coulde abide 

that the Gentiles ſhould bee brought to the faith of Chriſt, 

The high pricftes thought thelſelues too high, rohaue poore 

humble Chrift amongttchem;the Scribes and the Phariſies 

in their own conceit yvereto good,too yyiſe, and too holy 

to recciue him intorheir company ; and not content to ſe- 

queſter andeftraunge themſcluesfromChuiſt, they diſgai- 

ned alſo that he ſhould bee conuerſant vyith Publicans and 
ſinners,as though he vere not yyorthy to bee conucrſant a- 

mongſt men. | 

if it vvere the office of Chriſt to conuert ſinners, vvhy Mat 9,13 

ſhould chePhariltes be off-nded athim , ifhee vvere ſome- 

| times converſant vyith ſinners to yyorke their conuerſion? 

If Chriſt yvere a Phiſition to cure the ficknefle of the foule, Marh 9.1 3 
thatis,toſaucthe people from their finnes,vyhy ſhould the 

Pharifies murmure at him for keeping of companie yvith 

Laccheis , that was ficke in ſoule? for as it is expedicnt for 
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the Phiſition to viſite bis patients for their better recouerie, 
ſoit was conuenient Chrift ſhould viſite ſinners for their 
ſpeedicrconuerſion. But as the Phiſition that'reſorteth to 
fk perſons, is not firaight way infeRed: ſo the ſoules Phi- 
fition that conuerſerth with ſinners, is not thereby polluted. - 
| And therefore , as Chriſt performed his office though the

dark 23 gainſtthem,and preferreththe penitent Publican that tru- 
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Pharifies murmured , ſolet the miniſters of God learne b 
hisexample , to performetheir dueties,thoughthe wicked 
be offended. It was the office of Chriſt to call;rnaers tore- 
penrance.yea hecametocall Pharitie finners,aſwelasPub- 
lican ſinners, ifthe Pharifies woulde haue confeſſed them- 
Luke 18 fcluestobeefinners, asthe Publicans did, butbecauſe they 
Roode ſo much ypon their owne righteouſneſſe, and deſpi- 
ſed others, therefore Chriſt denounceth ſo many. woes' a+ 


ſed inthe Lords mercy, before the proud Pharifte that tru- 
AQcs23.6 (tedinhis owne merites, Though Paul wasa Phariſie , and 
the ſonne of a Pharifie , yet he ſhameth notto confeſle him- 
ſelfe one of the chiete ſinners which Chriſt came: to-ſaue. So 
it the Phariſies that murmured at Zaccheus would haue bin 
{aued,they ſhould haue cofeſſed theinſelues chiefe finners, 
x Tim 1, 15 aSPauldid, They ſhould-nothaue accuſed Chriſt for kee- 
] ping company with ſinners , but they ſhould haue accuſed 
themſelues for not keeping companie with Chriſt, The 
juſt man (ſayth Salomon,Prover. 1.8.) is the firſt accuſer of ' 
himſelfe : but the Phariſies are fo farre from accuſing of 
themlſclues, that they beginto accuſe Zaccheusand Chriſt 
together, Thus the Phariſiesof our time,that make religion 
a cloake'to couer theircorruptdealing , haue this propertie 
to thinke other men to bee hainous ſinners, and themſelues 
onely to be righteous : inſo much,as they willnot Ricke to 
ſpeake like that proud people that was wont to ſay, Depart 
from me, far [ am holrer then thog;& like that preſurptuous 
phariſie, Luk. 18.1 thank God T am not as others are,extortis 
ners vſurers,adulterers drithards,or ſuch lhe: Tſantiifiethe 
Sabboth which other me prophane:I frequet ſermss, which 
they neglect:Ireuerence the name of God, which they blaf- 
pheme:Ipay tithe, which others v;ith-hold 2and faſt often- 
Math 1 5.7 times, which they do ſc|dom,or neuer, Theſe were the ſpee- 
Luker1. 44 ches ofthe Pharifies,that liued inthe time ofChriſt, who he 
Fy wh = b ſo often calleth hypocrites;and theſe are the ſpeeches of the 
Math 23.25 hypocrites of our age, thatſeeme toliue afterthe ftraighteſt 
27 ſeofour religion, Ats,2 6, They waſhtheourlide of the

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cup;and of theplatteriither is, they iuſtifie themſclues, and 
ſceme maruailous holy in the 6ght of men, which candifcern 
by the ourward appearance onely:: but ynto God char ſeeth 
and earcheththe ſecrets ofthe hearts and reines,they.appeare 
like painted rombes fullof dead mens bones,and all filthines: 
. thatiispehey haue their inward partsfull ofrauening, and all 
kind of wickednes: Wherefore, as Chriſt ſaid tohisDiſciples, 
Except your righteonſneſſe exceede the righteouſneſſe of the Math 5.20 
Scribes and Phar:ſies, you cannot enter into tbe khengdome of 
beaxen: {0 1 {ay vnto you, thatexcept your akon EX= 
ceedetherighteouineſſe of theſe Phariſaicall hypocrites, ye 
[ cannot be ſaued. Theſe holy Phariſies did vſeto call the Pub- 
licans, not vſurers,nor extortioners ,as theythemſclues were: 
butby the generallname offanners, as though theythemſelucs 
were free {2 fnne. Thusthe Papiſtes at thisday doe vieto 
callche molt ſincere profeſſors of the Goſpell,not Lutherans, | 
Caluiniſtes,Zungiians,orProteltants, as they were wont to = 
callthem+ but nowthey tearmevs heretikes, a name more = 
[| odious than any other, whereas in the meane ſeaſon, they 
themfelues.are of all others the greateſt heretikes, Soihe A- 
theifts of our time; when they cannot accuſe the godly thar 
are among vs ofyſurie,or briberie,or cxtortion,or drunken- 
neſſe, orany ſuch notorious {finne, they caltthem' hypocrites, 
whichis theſumme of all ! whenas in verytruerh, theythem... 
ſelues. doe beſt deſerue that name- but it makesno matter 
what they call vs, neither are wee to be moued at their deſ- 
pitefull ſpeeches: for asthe bittertaunts.of theſe murrnuring 
Phartifies couldnort hinder Zaccheus:n his conuerſion, ſorhe 
flaunders of theſe godleſie men muſt not diſcourage the fer- 
uants of God from their good profetfſion, The Pharifies did 
Zaccheus great wrong tor calling him finner, when hee had 
repented of his finne: and the Atheiftes atthis day doe great« 
ly wrong the true profeſſors, in calling them-hypocrnes , 
which hauetruely repented of: their former finnes, and ende- 
uour by all good meanes to leade agodlylife, Therefore-as 
Zaccheus preferred his ſoules health before all-their murmu. 
ring : ſoit behouethys to looke to our ſoules ſaluation, not-

Now followeth another fruite of Zaccheus conuerfion; 
namely, his good confeſſion : for,as hee belceucd with the 
heart ynto righteouſneſle, fo hee confefied withthe mouth 
vynto ſaluation, When Zaccheus was mocked of the Phari- 
hes, it eemeth that heſhould Roope downe forſhame; bur 
when he was thus reprooued and reutled by them,the Scrip» 
ture ſaith, that he ſtood vpin ligne of gladneſſe. Asthe Apo- 
ſtles went away reioycing that they were-coiited worthy to 
ſufferrebuke for the name of Chriſt - ſo Zaccheus the Publi- 
can went forth reioycing, that hee was reproched for the 
cauſe of Chriſt, Before, Zaccheus was a Publican, and there« 
foreſtood in finme very daungeroully, like the houſe that is 
builded vpon thefand, readieto bee overturned with euery 
tempeſt : but now Zaccheusis become atrue Chriſtian,and 
therefore ſtands in righteouſneſſe very ſafely, like the houſe 
that is built ypon a rocke, free from any danger of falling, 
Behold Lora, the halfe of my goods, &c. There are two 
parts ofthis confeſſion. The firlt is his gift tothe poore 2 the 
ſecondis, the reſtitution ofhis vniuſt gotten goods; Before, 
Zaccheus was an oppreflor ofthe poore, now he is a great 
benefaRorto the poote : before. he was an encrocher vpon 


other mens goods, now heis adiſtibutcrofhis owne goods: 


before, hee wasa receiuerand a taker, now heis a reſtorer 
and a giuer: neither dothhe giue ſparingly, buthe _ li- 
. erally,

berally,laying ypa gad foundati6 againſt the time to come, 
Now hath Zaccheus found that pretious peatle, and forioy 7-Tim $ 
thereof, he is content,not to ſell, bur to giue all that hee hatk, Math 13 
toenioy the ſame. Whentherich Ruler{ in the former chap- Luke 18 
ecr)was willed to ſell allthat he had,8&to gjue it tothe poore, 
he went away very ſorrowfull, for he was very rich; but Zac- 
cheus., perhaps asrich as he is contentofhis owne accorde 
& ynbidden, to beſtow halfe his goods ypon the poore, and 
that witha cheerefull mind. If Zaccheus had giuen onely the 


, third part of his goods, no doubt but Chriſt would haue ac- 


cepted it, for he accepteththe widdowes farthing, becauſc it 

was gjuen with a willing minde 2 burif hee hac givenall his | |, 
2oodsto feedethe poore, as the Phatilies gauetheir almes to © * 
be ſecne of men, yea;or his bodice to be burned, as ſome Ro- , ©, x 2 
mans haue done to get renowne, it ſhould haue bene to no 
purpoſe, becauſe it was done toa wrong end. Now,as Zac- 

cheus was rich in the goodsof thislife, ſo was he rich in faich 

alſo; neither was it an idle or dead faith that Zaccheus had, 

but it was a faithfull & aliuely faith, a faith that worketh and "Wn" 


laboureth by loue, fuch as isrequired at the hands of Chri- 


Rians. Saint James ſaith, Show mee thy faith by thy workes : and. 
here Zaccheus dothſhew his faith by his workes, Before, hee 
was exerciſed in vngodly works, which are the fruits, of infi-. 
delicie ; buc now he isexcrcifed inthe wasks of mercie, which 
are the fruites of aliuely faith. Zaccheysisyery liberall in re- 
heuing the poore, burhe is lberzll of that whichis his owne; 
ſo there are many now a dayesthatare very liberall, but it is 
ofthat which is none of theirs; for asNagab & Abihu offered 
ſtrange fireyntothe Lord, ſocheſe men offerRxange. goods 1.cuirie 
eto the Lord. There arc{ ſome.amonglt ys, that thinketo 
make amends for their yniuſt dealing. by giuing part of that 
to ſome good ies, which they hauc gatten by bad meanes;

There was no 
law tocompell Zaccheus tro make ſuchreſiitution,excepthe 
will confeſſe himſclfc robe a theefe, becauſe he was an Vu- 
rer,andthen the law of God requireth ſuch reſtirution, And 
furely Zaccheus ſeemerh after a ſort to confeſle histheft,be- 
cauſe he promiſth foure-fold reſtitucio, Ifa man had Rolne 
a ſheepe, the law of God requireth that hee ſhould reſtore 
foure ſheepe for one: and the ancient Romanes had this 
law, that Vſurers ſhould forfeit foure times ſo much as the 
tookefor yiuric, If the fame law were now to vie again! 
our theeuiſh Vlurers, as it was ſoinetume among them, wee 
{ſhould not haue ſuch complayaing ofthe ch in pri- 
fons and Rreetes, But if theſe great theeues (I meane our 


_ ſurers )that rob and ſpoyle without ceaſing when 


they haue no neede, might finde no more fauourthanthoſe 
pettic theeues which rob and ſteale ſometime, when they 
are driuen thereto by extreame neceffiie, then ſurely the 
Common wealth would ſoone be disburdened of chat pe- 
ſilent brood of Catterpillers wherewithitis peſtered. | wiſh 
them betimesto looke to their owne eſtate, and with Zac- 
cheu: to forſake their darnnable trade. Ifrhey baue liued he- 
thertoby the gaine of viuric, letthem now lamenttheir iin,

Gather vs into one communion of thy 
truth, and giue vnto cuery man, a ſpirite to his calling, that 
wee being mindfull ofthe account, and that wee are called 
Chriſtians, may firmely refolue, ſpeedily begin, and conti- 
nually perſeuerin doing and ſuttering thy holy will, Good 
Lordeblefle and ſanRiifie our meeting , that no temptation 
hinder me in ſpeaking, nor them in hearing, but thae thy 
word may be heard and ſpoken as the word of God, which 
is able ts fauc our ſoules in that day, howſocuer it pleaſeth 
thee by weakeand fooliſh things to magnifie thy ſelf There
